sourchier Hawkesley, solicitor to Cecil 
Rhodes Company, charging the Colonial 
Office—on the evidence of cablegrams re- 
ceived during the preparations for the 
Jameson raid—with direct knowledge of 
and connivance at the _ raid conspiracy. 
When Mr. Chamberlain, for public pur- 
poses, denounced the raid, after it failed, 
and the raiders, Mr. Hawkesley, in anger, 
told Mr. Chamberlain's political opponents 
of the incriminatory cablegrams. and 
threatened to produce them when on the 
witness stand béfore the Jameson raid in- 
quiry committee of Parliament. But 
Hawkesley was deprived of this opportu- 
nity by the decision of a majority of the 
committee not to insist uneon 
tion of cablegrams and the sudden hushing 
up of the investigation. 

Mr. Chamberlain and Mr, Rhodes then 
became good friends again and Hawkes- 
ley will not give any aid to the unearthing 
of the conspiracy. Mr. Chamberlain’s of- 
fer to show the correspondence to Banner- 
man and Harcourt was a mere subterfuge. 
Both have declined to interfere. They were 
both on the Raid Inquiry Committee. Both 
voted against the production of cablegrams 
and do not want to stultify themselves. 

Mr. Stanhope sald to the Post-Dispateh 
correspondent to-day: 

“Il am not done with Mr. Chamberlain. 
A motion will be made tn the House of 
Commons for the production of the whole 
correspondence. He can only refuse at the 
cost of virtually admitting that he {Is 
afraid of the disclosure. This is no mare’s 
nest. 

“If I were Mr. Chamberlain I would only 
too willingly take everything to the pub-

Mr. Stead charges Mr. Chamberlain with 
deliberate falsehood when he stated in hi« 
speech Thursday with reference to the raid 
inquiry:

HE SUDDENLY REAPPEARED. 


GIS SISTERS HAD MOURNED His 


DEATH. ; 


In the Probate Court, as His Estate 


Was About to Be Closed, Evidence 
of Bailey’s Existence Was 
Presented Yesterday. 


Just as Probate Judge W. W. Henderson 
Was preparing yesterday to order the dis- 
tribution of the estate of William Bailey 
among the heirs, Administrator Jared W. 
Young arose and made announcement that 
astonished the court and his clerks. He 
Geclared that Bailey, mourned as dead by 


his St. Louis relatives for 16 years, was 


living, in health and prosperity, in Pater- 
gon, N. J. 

The scene was dramatic. It was as 
though the dead had really returned to life, 
Judge Henderson stared at the Adminis- 
trator in amazement and the clerks and 
deputy sheriff sat in open-mouthed wonder. 

The sisters of the supposedly dead man, 
although they were previously informed 
that he was alive, were so moved by the 
unusual scene that they wept. 

For a moment there was painful silence 
in the courtroom. Then the Judge broke 
the stillness and directed the Administrator 
to produce what evidence he had that Bal- 
ley was alive. 

Attorney Young unfolded a bundle of doc- 
uments, many of them the property of 
Balley and faded with age, and some of 
them new, being the memoranda of the 
edministration. He then selected two pieces 
of parchment, from which he read. ne 
of them was an affidavit made by Balley, 
setting up his claims, and the other was a 
statement from Samuel J. Harmon, a prom- 
inent business man of Paterson, declaring 


that he believes Bailey to be the man he 
reprecented himself to be. 

udge Henderson said his court adminis- 
tered the property of dead, not living per- 
sons, and he would therefore not make the 
final settlement of Balley’s estate as he 
had recently ordered. He continued the 
case until December to enable the claim- 
ant to produce more evidence of his iden- 


| Young said he had not the

ie thereupon ordered that the case be 
continued until the claimant could prove 
his right to the name of William Bailey and 
to his property. 


Bailey’s case is a strange one and with- 
out a paraliel in the ‘history of the courts 
of Missouri. The only feature needed to 
make it a complete romance is proof that 
he is really the William Bailey who drifted 
away from his family 16 years ago and did 
not send them a word as to his where- 
abouts, 

Bailey has three. sisters in St. Louis: 
Mrs. Emma McLaughlin, Mrs. Lillie Nord- 
mann and Louisa Quense. They ‘have been 
searching for him since 1883, the year in 
which he last wrote to them. They have 
written to every constable and town clerk 
in the States of Massachusetts. New Jer- 
sey and Pennsylvania for tidings of him. 
Lo have advertised for him in daily and 
weekly newspapers. But the result has al- 
Ways been the same—no news. 

These oft-recurring failures have made 
them half-skeptical of the Paterson, N. J.., 
affidavits. They do not know just how to 
accept them. They insist that the news is

too good to be true. Besides, they had 
Paterson searched several times during the 
sixteen years of silence and no trace of 
him was reported from there. 

But there are also many things in the 
news that make them believe. For instance, 
Bailey’s affidacit gives a correct statement 
of the ancestry of the genuine Raley. The 
sisters also remember Samuel J. Harmon, 
the Paterson citizen who swears he be- 
lieves that the William Bailey, formesly 
of St, Louis, and the William Bailey of 
Paterson are the same person. They say 
Harman would know if. any man_ would. 
But the most convincing evidence the man 
who professes to be their lost brother sends 
them is his photograph. Sixteen years 
work great changes in a man if he grows 
from chiidhood to manhood in that time, 
and sometimes it is hard to recognize the 
man in the boy. But_Balley’s sisters say 
the photograph from Paterson must have 
been made from their brother. Some of 
the features ave strange to them, but they 
recognize others that he bore when a boy.

He was born in ‘(Massachusetts an 
was taken to New Jersey by his ee 
shortly after his birth. After his fathers 
death his mother moved to St. Louis, bring- 
ing her three daughters with her. 

William visited his mother and sisters 
several times in St. Louis. He made his 
last visit in the summer of 1883. He was 
then on good terms with his family and was 
in prosperous circumstances. His sisters 
say there was no ground for an estrange- 
ment and that he Lade them an affection- 
ate good-by. It had long been his prac- 
tice. when separated from them, to write 
to them every week. But, after ‘his return 
to New Jersey he failed to continue his 
correspondence. 

When a month had passed without any 
tidings of him, they began to write letters 
of inquiry about him to Jersey towns. But 
they brought no reply. As his silence 
lengthened, they widened their search and 
wrote, not only to New Jersey, but also to 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts. Then 
they advertised. But all thetr efforts failed 
to bring them any information of him. 

Mrs. Bailey married John Krump. He 
interested himseif in the search, but with- 
ouc result. Kailey’s mother died in 1581, 
but he never knew of his misfortune. She 
left a little property and he was entitled 
to share fit with his three sisters. But he 
had not appeared to claim his portion when 
the administration expired. The division 
was made and one-fourth of the property 
was set aside for Bailey. The Probate Court 
appointed Attorney Jared W. Young to také 
charge of it under a provision of the stal- 
utes which suys that the presumption of 
death shall arigg when a man absents him- 
seif from his .elatives seven vears and 


‘sends them no tidings of himself and they 


hear nothing. 
was legally dead, whatever may 
ve been his condition in fact. The admin- 
istrator took charge of the estate and ad- 
vertised for information of its owner. When 
two vears had passed, he applied to the 
Prebate Court for an order to make final 
settlement,. which order was made for the 
October term, the date being yesterday. 

But three weeks ago Mrs. Quense called 
at Mr. Youne’s office and declared she be- 
lieved her brother was living. She said she 
had picked up an old paper from New Jer- 
sey and saw the name of William Bailey of 
Paterson in a paragraph. She declared 
some mysterious thing assured her he was 
her brother. She said she had written to 
the @idress and was expecting a reply. 

It came in a few days. The writer said 
he knew he was the William er! wanted 
and had forwarded letters and other iden- 
tification documents.

His Battery Did Faithful Service in

The influence of heredity was never more 


strikingly shown than in the life and mili- 
tary career of Capt. Henry M. Guibor, who 


prime when facing an armed foe. To the 
last he did not think of surrendering. 

This was his ruling characteristic. It 
came to the surface during his participa- 
tion in two wars. 

Yhough Capt. Guibor was best known as 
an artillery officer in the Civil War, he 
served also in the Mexican War. In that 
conflict he .rose from the ranks to a lieu- 
tenancy, in which latter capacity he earned 
honorable mention for his bravery. 

Capt. Gutbor was the scion of an old 
French family that fled from France during 
the Hugenot persecutions and settled in 
Canada. Many of hjs ancestors had served 
in the French army. On their arrival in 
Canada the men of the Guibor family de- 
clared their allegiance to England. 

His grandfather, Auguste Gulbor, fought 
in the Frenoh and Indian war and his 
father fought as an artillery private on the 
side of England, in the War of 1812. At| 
the conclusion of that conflict the elder 
(uibor came to America. He lived near 
New York three years, after which he came 
to St. Louls. 

Henry Gabor was born in 1823. Educa-

Strike across the 
State to join Gov. Claiborne Jackson, who 
had organized the State troops in the 
cause of the Confederacy. His daring and 
gallantry alone was enough to have made 
Guibor's battery famous. even without that 
of the sturdy young St. Loulsans who 
fought under him. 

It is related of Capt. Guibor that tn one 
the many skirmishes which preceded 
the battle of Wilson’s Creek he was badly 
injured by the explosion of a caisson and 
was carried to the rear. On regaining con- 
sciousness he broke away from his at- 
tendants and rode to the front of his col- 
umn, his face scarred and ghastly, but his 
heart still eager for conflict. 

After his splendid service in Missouri 
Gulbor joined the army of the Tennessee, 


in which he served with signal bravery un- 


til wounded at the head of his column in 
the battle of Cortnth. 

Capt. Guibor was not alone a fighter of 
batties. He was one of the organizers of 
the Volunteer Firemen's Association and

NOT BLIND JUSTICE, BUT LAW. 


(§HE TRIED TO WILL HER SAV. 
INGS TO HER NIECE. 


Ignorant, She Did Not Know Wit- 
nesses Were Required and the 
Man Who Deserted Her Se- 
cures the Money. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—The pages of roman- 
tic fiction might be searched fn vain for 
& stranger tale of love and perfidy than 
that revealed in the Probate Court of Cook 
‘County when the estate of Pauline Meyer 
‘Was probated. Contrary to the rule in 
fiction, while the story runs the whole 
gamut of human emotions and includés a 
deserted wife, bigamy, a faithful step- 
daughter and a woman's life turned into 
tollsome channels, her husband, the villain 
of the tale, fails to get his deserts at the 
end of the chapter. Law, if not justice, 


gives to him the frults of his wife's years 
of labor, when, separated from him, she 
worked out her own fortune in domestic 
Bervice in Evanston while he lived in se- 
curity with another wife in PhiladelpMia. 
The scene of the drama includes two con- 
tinents and the time of the action ex- 
tends over 30 years. The last act was 
Played a few days ago, when Judge Batten 
Bet aside the will of Pauline Meyer owing 
to legal defects and allowed her little for- 
tune of $3000 to revert to her husband, 
Emmanuel B. Michele of Philadelphia. 


Forty years ago Herman Pflomm was a 

rosperous linen merchant in Strassburg: 

e had amassed considerable money and 
@t the same time he and his good wife had 
added 20 children to their store of this 
world’s blessings. With @ score of flaxen 
;pates around his board, Herman was well 
‘content in the days of his prosperity and 
he gave thanks to Providence for its blese- 
ings, not the least of which he counted his 
goodiy array of children. But financial re- 
yerses came with the ewift passing of 
years and Pflomm’s little fortune slipped 
away from him. Broken-hearted at his 
financia] downfall he died, leaving his |arge 
family to battle with the world as best it 
m.ght. Several of the chi.dren, wise.y deem- 
ing the chances of success :n the new worid 
better than any hopes they might have of 
material fortune in Strassburg, emigrated 
to America, end among them was hié 
daughter, Mary. Paul.ne, younger by some 
years. remained at home to care for the 
younger chi.,dren until such time as Mary 
should cal] her to share -her success in tne 
United States. Mary Pflomm was not loug ! 
in this country before she married John 
Hiller and ihe two ,.ived happi:y .n Ho- 
boken, N. J., for a few years. Then Hilier 
died, and with his death the evil star,in 
the life of Pauline Pficmm became ascen- 
dant. In faraway Strassburg she had lit- 
tle idea of the events which were shap- 
ing themselves to affect her who.e future 
life, yct with the death of John Hier 
began the strange train of occurrences 
which ended last week :n the Probate Court 
in Chicago. 


Mary Hiller, the widow, did not long r- 
tain her mourning weeds. Her husbana had 
left no fortune, and when Emmanuel Bb. 
Miche.e came a-wovoing she listened to him 
complacentiy. He was a prosperous dyer, 
with every possibility of caring for her well 
and kindiy. She. was alone and friendless. 
And so they wee married, and once more 
she took up the thread of life in Hoboken. 
To Kmmanuel Michel and his wife a 
daughter was born, and when the cnild 
was oniy a few years o.d, scarce old enougin 
to know its mother, Mary Michele was 
stricken with an iliness wnich threatened 
her life. Across the seas to Strassburg 
went a letter calling upon her sister Pau- 
line to come and care for her, and Pau- 
line came to Hoboken to take the little 
ba’ y from its mother’s arms and to nurse 
the sister. 

When Mrs. Michele found her strength 
fast falling anderealized that death would 
Boon come she called her sister Pauline to 
Ker bedside and begged her to marry 
Michele that she might care for the baby 
in case its mother was taken away. She 
feared to trust her child to a stranger 
whom Michele mignt bring into the home. 
And Pauline promised. — 

The fears of the mother were realized 
soon after the promise was exacted from 
the sister. Mary Michele pasged away, 
placing her babv in Pauline’s ms, and 
with her dying breath exhorting her sister 
to be a mother to the giri forever. A few 
months later Pauline and Michele were 
married. For six years they lived in Ho- 
boken and the little daughter twined her- 
self about the heart of Pauline Michele, 
who was herself childless, and lavished all 
her maternaj love upon her little niece. As 
for the daughter she socn learned to love 
her aunt and stepmother as fondly as if she 
were indeed her own flesh and blood. 

‘Then came the fivst change. Michele grew 
tived of America and proposed they should 
return to German, to Pauiine's home in 
Strassburg, where he would set up in busi- 
ness. She consented and the long journey 
was made. But Michele did not find Strass- 
burg all that he had pictured it. He grew 
impatient with the slow-moving old Ger- 
man city and longed for the hurry and bus- 
tle of America. He prepesed that they 
should return to this country. That was 
the rock upon which they split. His con- 
duct toward his wife had been far from ex- 
emplary. He was intemperate and in his 
moody hours was abusive and even cruel. 
Pauiine had settled naturally back into the 
old life tn Strassburg and was,weary of 
America. She refused to return and Mich- 
ele come back alene. 

Instead of returning to Hoboken, how- 
ever, he went to Philadeiphia, where he set 
up in the dyeing business once more. The 
years slipped by and Pauline still refused 
to return, and at last, confident that she 
would remain in Germany the rest of her 
life, Michele married again, although his 
daughter had returned with him. He seemed 
to torget' his wife Pauline. He shut her 
entirely out of his life and began afresh. 
But the woman came back. She did not 

0 to him in Philadelphia. Indeed, so anx- 
ous was she to conceal from him the fact 
that she had returned that she changed her 
mame to Pauline Mcyer. She came. to 
Evanston and entered the service of Mrs, 
Nancy Bailey. This was in 1879. 


Through all the years from that time 
until 1896 she tolled faithfully on—with but 
one brief respite. Ten years ago she was 
seized with a longing to see her old home 
once more and returned to Strassburg a 
second time. But soon she grew tired of 
her ease and came back to Mrs. Bailey’s 
kitchen. She Knew Michele was living w.th 
another wife in Philadelphia, but she feared 
him so greatly that she never dreamed of 
interfering with him. She was content to 
let him alone so long as he remained away 
from her. She saved her earnings and in- 


_vested them judiciously. She bought bulld- 
ing and loan association stock and loaned 
her money at interest in a smal! way until 
her little fortune amounted to $300. 
Michele’s daughter early learned that her 
stepmother: had returned to America and 
she came to Chicago to see her, always un- 
, known to the father. At times the step- 
mother made the long trip to Philadelphia 
for a secret visit to her niece and step- 
daughter, but Michele never knew. The .ove

WANT SAMOA, 


Whole Empire [uterested In 
the Island’s Euture. 


MAKE IT A POINT OF HONOR. 


DETERMINED NOT TO GIVE WAY 
TO ANY OTHER POWER. 


The Present Protectorate of the Islands 
Is All Right, but It Is Not 
on a Permanent 
Basis.

BERLIN, Oct. 21.—The public is more in- 
terested this week in Samoa than in the 
Boer war. The interest taken in these smal] 
islands revives at the slightest bit of news 
of an insignificant change in the situation, 
and the papers have devoted a very great 
amount of space to the subject. Baron 
Speck von Sternberg, the German member 
of the Samoan Commission, has recovered 
from his illness, due to the climate of Apia, 
though he is still weak. He lunched with 
the Emperor on Tuesday. Baron von Reck- 
ardstein of the London Embassy was also 
present. His Majesty thoroughly informed 
himself on the state of the Samoan ques- 
tion. 

The correspondent of the Associated Press 
saw Baron von Sternberg on Wednesday 
and understands that there is no doubt that 
the negotiations will sdon lead to a satis- 
factory amendment. The correspondent also 
learns from the. Foreign Office that the 
Minister of the Foreign Office, Count von 
Buelow, adheres to ‘his determination to se- 
cure for Germany the islands, or the most 

Valuable part of them: The informant of 
the correspondent added that in holding out 
for this the Minister is mainly following 
the almost unanimously expressed demands 
of the public. But, it was added, it must 
not be understood that he will not sanc- 
tion,. if the present wish {fs found to be un- 
realizable, some other solution. 

Andrew D. White, the United States Am- 
bassador, tells the’ correspondent that tne 
full report of the joint commission shows 
that the present status of the islands 
untenable for any length of time, thoug‘n 

Satisfactory at present. The negotiations 
are only in their initial stage and months 
will probably be required to bring about a 
satisfactory solution. The three govern- 
ments are showing the best spirit and no 
serious differences have yet arisen. ‘The 
solutions mentioned as feasible are the par- 
tition of tre islands or the retirement of 
either Great Britain or Germany with ade- 
quate compensation elsewhere. The Am- 
bassador declared that all Statements at 
variance With the above were not based on 
authority. He added that the difficulty re- 
garding a pariition of the islands was that 
there was not enough of them for the three 
powers, though there is probably enough 
for two. 

The Germans want Upolu, -where nearly 
all the German plantations and property 
are located. Unfortunately, this island 1s 
not the oniy valuable part of the group 
and Great Britain also wants it. 

The United States desires 'Tutuila. where 
Pago Pago is located and Savaii, which is 
not worto much. 

The entire German press is greatly ex- 
cited at the mere mention of the possibility 
of Germany’s retirement from Samoa ang 
a number of the influential papers are fatr- 
ly in a rage, declaring it is a point of honor 
for Germany to hold her ground and not 
vield her rights to either Great Britain or 
the United States.

FIRST DUTY IS TO FORCE THE 
FILIPINOS TO SURRENDER. 


After They Do That Gen. Funston Says 
It Will Be Time Enough to Con- 
sider What to Do With 
the Islands.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 21.—Gen. Freder- 
ick Funston addressed a college audience in 
the Sanford University Chapel yesterday. 
Regarding the PhilNppine situation he said: 

“If Congress would drive out the friars 
and confiscate every inch of church property 
the bottom would drop out of the insurrec- 


tion within one week. The inhabitants of 
Luzon are completely under church. 

‘There is no use in discussing expansion 
or anti-expansion, for few of us believe in 
running around the world annexing for- 
elgn territory, but now that we are in the 
country and have lost so Many men, we 
must thoroughly thrash every tribe that re- 
sists American authority. With an army of 
70,000 men, such as we have there now, I 
believe it can be done by next March, if an 
ictive campaign is pursued. When this is 
once done I think the Filipinos will make 
loval Americans. 

“Much criticism of the conduct of the 
war has been made in the papers and 
often thing's ‘have been done which I have 
thought to be unwise. However, all that 
I know is that Gen. Otis is my superior 
officer and I have a feeling that a man 
who was a Major-General almost before I 
was born must know better how to do 
things than I, 

“When the islands are finally 
the most difficult task Is still to follow. 
Whoever is President of these United 
States ought to be wise enough to place 
at the head of the Colonial Government 
down there a man of the highest integrity, 
and not one whose only recommendation is 
a political pull. Americans should be 
mixed with Filipinos in the government and 
every remnant of Spanish law wiped from 
the statute books.’’

THIRD MAN TO HOLD THAT 
ANOMALOUS POSITION. 


Some Curious Facts as to His Rank and 
Duties and a Few Odd Stories 
About His Predeces- 
sors. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Admiral Dew- 
ey’s new secretary, J. R. Crawford, has 
stepped into the oddest and most anoma- 
lous job in the Government service. This 
does not mean that his work will be other- 
wise than agreeable, but his official status 
involves a n-mber of very curious contra- 
dictions. 

To begin with, he is the only commis- 
Sioned officer in the United States Navy 
who has no commission. Paradoxical, isn't 
it? The law declares that ‘‘there shall be 
a secretary to the Admiral,’’ but it pro- 
vides him with no credentials, except his 
uniform. It says that he shall have the 
pay and rank of a lieutenant—not relative, 
but actual rank—and the regulations re- 
quire that hisegarb shall be the uniform of 
that rank, moified only by an ‘S’’ on the 
collar instead the usual fouled anchor. 

stence of the place to which 
Crawford has just been appointed is 
dependent upon and ceases with the life of 
the Admiral. If Dewey should die the new- 
made lieutenant would be snuffed out like 
a candle, officially speaking. Though a 
naval officer of commissioned rank, he 
would immediately drop out of the service 
into private life without even the formality 
of resignation or discharge. 

This point was decided at the time of the 
death of Vice-Admiral Rowan. His secre- 
tary, Rowan Stevens, waited a month, *and 
then, by way of experiment, wrote to the 
paymaster in the Washington Navy Yard 
to ask for his pay, which somehow had 
failed to arrive. Fhe paymaster replied po- 
litely that, inasmuch as the Vice-Admiral 
was dead, the secretaryship had expired 
with him, and in this decision he was sus- 
tained by the Attorney-Genera!. Conse- 
quently, without any action by himself or 
others, Mr. Stevens found himself out of the 
navy, his name being struck.off the regis- 
ter. He remarked at the time that it would 
have been more polite if somebody had told 
him, just as a matter of form, that his ser- 
vices were no longer required, 

Dewey’s secretary is not a clerk, be it 
understood, but an official aide. His posi- 
tion {fs one of @ignity, inasmuch as he is the 
persona; represéntative of the head of the 
navy. If Dewey is unable at any time to 
attend an important public ceremony Lieut. 
Crawford will goin his place. He will make 
many forma] calls for his chief, leaving a 
bit of pastepoard which bears the simpl 
legend, ‘‘The Admiral,” in fashionable script 
—just like the President, the Vice-Pr sident.

This means that he will 
run over the letters, sort them out. hand 
the private ones to his chief. get the gist 
of the others, and transfer the mass of them 
with suggestions for replies indorsed on 
the doubtful missives, to a couple of clerks 
who have already been hired to attend to 
such purely clerical business.

SANDUSKY, O., Oct. 21.—Hon. Willlam 
J. Bryan’s campaign visit to Ohio closed 
this evening with a speech in Sandusky. 
Mr. Bryan in his three days in Ohio trav- 
eled 509 miles and spcke twenty-three times 
and in twenty-one places, having spoken 
twice each at Kenton and Findlay. He 
made twenty-seven Kentucky, 
excluding three or four littie informal talks 
from the rear end of the train. Thus in 
the last six days he has visited two States, 
traveled 1774 miles made fifty set 
speeches. 

He spoke on an ayerage five and a’ half 
hours each day and talked in all about 1o,- 
000 words, or enough to fill tw@ ordinary 
Volumes of Macaulcy’s England dr Gibbon’s 
Rome.- About 7,000 peonie In Kentucky 
heard him and about 603,000 in Ohio. Mr. 
Bryan tegan this six days’ engagement a 
sick man, arriving in Cairo, Ill, last Sun- 
day night, suffering from a very bad cold. 
His throat and chest were sore And in- 
flamed. Since then, he has spoken from 
platforms thirty-three hours and he has 
had little rest, save the snatches of it 
which a train running at from forty to 
gixty miles an hour affords.

A rough voice bade 
him enter. He was made welcome after 
the rude fashion of the country, fed anda 
sheltered. 

Already an old man, older than his years 
by reason of the weight of many failures, 
he began life anew in the mining camp. 
He was not sociable. He prospected about 
the hills alone. He was always listless. 
Some of the more thrifty miners called 
him lazy. He worked only when foreed 
to it by his necessities.

QUICK WORK DONE BY A JURY. 


Prosecution Apparently Abandoned Its 
Case and Utterly Failed to Pro- 
duce Evidence in Rebuttal. 


A jury took only 12 minutes’ time to ac- 
quit ex-Detective John W. Williams of 
blame for killing Edward Kassebaum. He 
was declared a free man during the noon 
hour yesterday, after the jury had been 
out only long enough to go through the 
formality of taking a ballot and preparing 
a verdict. 

It is almost unanimously agreed by those 
who attended the trial that the hasty ac- 


quittal was inevitable after the weak ef- 
forts of the State to make a case. 

Williams killed two men, Kassebaum and 
Bud Pearce, the latter a negro. The 
double killing occurred during a riot inci- 
dental to the Republican primary election 
for members of the House of Delegates, 
March 16 last. Williams killed Kassebaum 
and Pearce while shooting at another man 
whom he did not hit. 

The State started out in the case to 
show that Williams went to the poils in 
company with a gang of professional re- 
peaters and that he fired into a crowd of 
unoffending persons, while firing at a man 
who was securely barricaded from bullets 
behind a telegraph pole. Tne defense in- 
troduced evidence to show that Williams 
had cause to shoot at the man behind the 
telegraph pole. The State made careful 
preparation for the rebuttal of the evi- 
dence, but clos without introducing any 
evidence in rebuttal] of the claim of justifi- 
cation. 

It appeared that the State was afraid 
to go into the business that took Williams 
and his gang to the polls. The principal 
witnesses against Williams were adminis- 
tration employes, but none among them 
hold prominent positions. 

It was apparent that men powerful in 
ae politics favored the defendant.

RAILROAD MAGNATES DISCUSS 
PUBLIC MATTERS. 


PASS SYSTEM IS UNPOPULAR. 


Stuyvesant Fish and Others Think the 
Railroads Have a Very 
Hard Time. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—President John 
K. Cowen of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road was before the Industrial Commission 
to-day. In the course of his testimony he 
expressed himself as opposed to State laws 
restricting the running of railway trains 
on Sunday. ' 

“TIT don’t think Sunday laws amount to 
anything or benefit anybody,’’ he said. 

He said that the tendency of companies 
Was towards curtailing the Sunday busi- 
ness as much as possible, but there was 
business that not be siopped, such, 
as through traffic. He said 
that his road traversed some States hav- 
ing laws prohibiting Sunday traffic, but 
that there had been no prosecutions for vio- 
lations of the law and no cessaiion of busi- 
ness on account of it. 

Mr. Cowen said that there were 25,000 em- 
ployes on the Baltimore & Ohio proper, 
and that since the establishment of a relief 
fund, to which both the company and the 
employes contributed, for the benefit of in- 
jured men, there had been comparatively 
few suits for damages in case of accident. 
Mr. Cowen said he did not believe the ar- 
bitration law of the last Congress would 
have any effect, for the reason that no 
railroad wou'd allow an outsider to fix the 
wage scale of its employes. Referring to 
the pass system, Mr. Cowen said that it 
Was greatly abused and that railroads 
would like tg get rid of it, but that would 
be difficult. \While he would like to see 
the pass system supplanted to pay busi- 
ness, the change would not result in low- 
ering rates.

Then he discovered 
that his horse was bleeding from the 
mouth, the dog evidently having attempted 
to pull him down by springing at his 
throat. 

Mr. Franklin made a wash of laudanum, 
with which he dressed his favorite’s in- 
juries, and, after a time, forgot all about 
the incident. A few weeks later, however, 
the animal began to act queerly, and one 
day made a savage attack on its master. 
It seized him about the waist, shook him 
violently, and would possibly have tram- 
pled him to death if Mr. Franklin had not 
made his escape at the cost of some of his 
clothing. While he was badly bruised, the 
skin was not torn, and there is no danger 
of his being stricken down with the dread 
disease. The shock was sufficient to con- 
fine him to his bed for several days, how- 
ever. . 

Meantime, the horse had developed well- 
defined symptoms of hydrophobia, It re- 
fused to drink, frothed at the mouth and 
tried to kick its way out of the stall in 
which it was secured. 

The animal was unable to break loose, 
although in one of its paroxysms of rage 
it tore off with its teeth a new trough 
which: had been securely nailed to a 
heavy. beam, and threw™t into the air. 
Mr. Franklin’s family were greatly at- 
tached to the horse, and in the hope that 
it would recover, did not kill it. It con- 
tinued to grow worse, and finally broke its 
neck in a mad plunge against the beam 
while trying to break out. The remains of 
the unfortunate beast were buried on the 
farm, and the manner of its death has only 
recently come to light, as the Franklins 
feared that if the facts were known they 
might create a panic among the neighbor- 
ing farmers. 


INITIALS ON TURTLE'S BACK 


The Marks Were Made by a Young 
Lover Before the Civil 
War. 


JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Oct. 21.—A 


large land terrapin has been caught at 
Charlestown, bearing on its shell the let- 
ters and figures ‘“‘M. A. B., 1860." So far 
as known this is the first time the turtle 
has been seen in 39 years, and it was found 
by Miss Conn, a grown daughter of the 
woman whose name the letters on the tur- 
tle’'s shell stood for. It was found three 
powouedl aims the spot where the letters were 
carved. 

Previous to the war George W. Conn 
wooed Mary A. Bryer and on the evening 
previous to their engagement the lovers 
were walking along the banks of the Ohio 
River. Conn saw a terrapin on the sand 
and, picking it up, cut “M. A. B., 1860," on 
its shell with his knife. The’ incident 
passed from memory years ago. The cou- 
ple were married; Mrs. Conn died several 
years ago and Mr. Conn !{s now a man of 
60 years. After the turtle was found he 
arranged a pen in which to keep it, but 
the terrapin escaped and has again dis- 
appeared .

TIME BETWEEN 1910 AND 1915. 


Conditions on Earth Are Like Those 
the Bible Says Will Exist When 
Gabriel Comes. 


CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Oct. 21.—In a 
recent sermon Dr. Wallace Tharp, of the 
Christian Science Church of this cigy, g.ves 
it as his opinion that the world would come 
to an end between the period of 1910 and 
1915. 

The minister presented Biblical quotations 
to show that tne end of the world would 
come sometime, and then proceeded to dis- 
cuss when this should take place. He said 
along this line: 

“Jesus says, Matt. xvi., 1-3: ‘Oh, ye hypo- 
crites, you can discern the face of the sky, 
bul can ye not discern the signs of times?’ 
There are to be some signs and certain 


things were to.take piace before Jesus 
should come. I maintain that gpme of these 
signs and some of these things are now and 
shortly have been, and that tney point to an 
early reiurn of the Son of God. 

“Kirst of all, I note that there are to be 
s'gns in the heavenly regions, on the earth, 
and on the sea. Read ‘Luke xxi., 26-28; 
Matt. xxiv., 6-14. Second, there are to be 
nationa! irregularities, Rom. xi., 25-26, Here 
Jews and Gentiles are considered. A perti- 
nent sign, aiso, is the great Jewish move- 
ment how ‘being agitated and meeting with 
“Oo much favor with this race, of getting 
back to Palestine and of rehabiting Jeru- 
salem and restoring it its anclent grandeur 
and magnificence. Then, in Matt. xxiv., 7, 
and in confirmation of this passage, I read 
in a cablegram from Cairo that the. River 
Nile is at the lowest point ever recorded 
and still falling. This recalis that India is 
suffering from long-continued drought, and 
that famine prevails because of crop fall- 
ures in Russia, in Madras, Boribay, Raj- 
putana, much of the Punjaub, the western 
portions of the northwest provinces and of 
the Oude. 

“However, th's is nothing in comparison 
to the famine which is said to be impend- 
ing. With a famine in Russia and famines 
threatened in Egypt and India the old 
world is drinking deep of the cup of woe 
tnat attends these old civilizations. Drouth 
along the Nile valley will produce great 
suffer-ng, and the Indian outlook is no bet- 
ter. 

“And In this connection it will be noted 
that Irl Hicks, one of the world’s greatest 
astronomical geniuses, has predicted that 
in 1990 will begin a drouth which will last 
two years, and that will be far-reaching in 
its influence. This. if true, will be a sign 
not to be lightly disregarded by thinking 
people. Third, there was to be a great in- 
crease of Knowiedge and facility for travel. 
(Dan. xii.. 4.) These things are now on us. 
Steam and electricity are eliminating time 
and space. The year of 1900 will see hun- 
dreds of thousands of people traveling to 
kKturope, and L myself have made my ar- 
rangements to make a trip to Palestime. 
When the air ship is completed then will 
beg n the beginning of the end, and who 
Can say how soon the mystery of aerial 
flight will be selved by the fertile brain of 
man? The increase of knowledge along a!} 
lines is wonderful. and the candle is on the 
last*wfd flicker of light. Fourth, there will 
be a completion of the world-w.de evangel- 
ismm (Matt. xxiv., 14), and I firmly believe 
that wWhin the next decade there will not 
be a child even that has not heard of the 
Gospel and the witness of the Holy Spirit. 
Millions are be'ng given for missions. and 
the increase in donations for this cause is 
iitle short of marvelous. Fifth. Daniel's 
prophecy on days seems to reach its full- 
ness in 1910, to which I place a margin of 
four years for difference in chronology. 
(Dan. xli., 8.) Here Danie! seems to be over- 
come with the sights discovered to his 
prophetic vis‘on, and asks of Jehovah: ‘O 
my Lord, when shall these things end? 

“He gets for his answer a sealed figure 
wrapped up In the following awfullysignifi- 
cant words: ‘And he said, g0 thy way 
Dan-el: for the words are closed up and 
sealed till the time of the end. Many shail 
be purified and made white, and tried: but 
the wicked shall do wickedly; and none 
of the wicked shall understand: but tha 
wise sha.l understand. And from the time 
that the dally sacrifice shall be taken away 
and the abomination that maketh desolate 
se, up. there shall be a thousand two hun- 
and sixty days,’ Dan. xli., 9-11. Now 
we could Indisputably fix what “aking 
away of the aaliy sacrifice’ and ‘the abomin- 
that maketh desolate,’ are, and fix 
date for them, the work of locating 
the ‘time of the end’ woutd be very eaty 
indeed. It is conceded by the majority of 
eminent Bible chronologiats that the edict 
of Justinian making the Pope of Rome 
the supreme head of the church and state 
‘s the fulfillment of the ‘taking away of the 
acrifice’ and ‘the setting up of the abomina.

Gen. Lew Wallace Chosen President oft

Brought Into Court. 


H. F. SUMMERS IS PLAINTIFF. 


HE IS THE ONLY HEIR OF THE 
PIRATE CAPTAIN.

the Treasure.

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 21.—With treaserc 
trove as the motive and with stage setting 
Of except onal interest and romance, two 
men have ccmmenced a legal battie in the 
Vounty Court at Jackson, O. The suit re. 
cently commenced involvés the ownership 
Of a large amount of treasure found in 
one of the group of islands in the South 
Atlantic known as Tristan d'Acunha. The 
Plaintiff to the action is Howard F. Sum- 
mers, a young man who claims the tress 
ure as the son and heir of Capt. Willian 
H. Summers, while the defendant is Capt 
Charles A. Henderson, old, grizzied and :. 
termined. 

Young Summers alleges that he is the 

ohly son and heir of Capi. William H. Sum- 
mers, who before the war was master of 
the clipper-built brig the Lark. At that 
time she was a smuegiler, but during the 
War she turned privateersman and was su 
su ‘eaeirs that her captain and crew grew 
rich. 
The captain was especially fortunate and 
Bucceded in amassing a fortune of $175,- 
x0, all of which he kept in gold and nutes 
in-a heavy chest in his aabin. In 1864, the 
bark ran into a terrific -hurricane and was 
blown away into the Sou Atlantic, near 
the Tristan d'Acunha [Isljands, where she 
was sighied by a man-Of-war and was run 
ashore and scuttied by her crew. Ali of the 
crew Were taken prisoners, with the ex- 
cetion of Capt. Summefs and his firs: mate, 
Charies A. Henderson, who succeeded in 
getting the chest with the fortune in it 
ashore and concealing it. 

After living the lives of Robinson Crus02s 
there for some time they finally managed 
to escape, but could not take their treasure 
with them. On the voyage home Capt. 
“ummers caught the smallpox and died. 
leaving Tienderson the sole posse“sor of 
the sacret. Henderson finally reach d home. 
but was unable to secure the money neces- 
sarv to fit out a vess! to go after the 
treasure. For 33 vears he labored to earn 
money, eating his heart out with the know!- 
edge of the great fortune that lay beyond 
his grasp. After many failures it was not 
wntil last vear that he finallv started from 
New Orleans in the Rover. He reached the 
isiand in April without mishan and secured 
the money. amounting to $173.320. He got 
home safelv and since that time has been 
living quietly, enjoving his, fortune. 

Tt was not until a few days ago that any 
one aspired to disnute his ownership of the 
money. Then a man about 4 vears of age, 
who gave his name as Howard F, Summers, 
reached Jackson, and after a short investi- 
gation and a conference with Capt. Hen- 
derson. led the snit noted above. He 
asks for the sum of $86,660, or one-half the 
amount secured by Henderson. He claims 
that Capt. Summers had a wife and aon 
at Baltimore: that the wife has since died, 
and that he is the son. 

His father sailed away on what was to 
be his last trip in 1863 and his family never 
heard anything more from him. t was 
known that the bark had been caught in a 
violent gale and it was supposed that she 
had foundered. Mrs. Summers knew tht 
her husband was noesse-sed of a large for- 
tine. but sunhosed that it had gone down 
with him. She died in ignorance of his 
fate. and it was ontv recently that his son 
learned of what had become of the money 
and at once took steps to recover his share 
of it. 

Capt,, Hanferson declares that Capt. Sum. 
mers never mentioned his famiiy and wants 
voung Summers to prove hi- claims. which 
the latter a.lewes he can do without diffi- 
eulty, 

The island where the treasure was so 
long secreted and but recentiv unearthed i« 
siiuated about half way between the coasts 
of Africa and South America. in latitude 28 
degrees ‘71 minutes south, longitude 64 de- 
grees 32 minutes east, and has been chris- 
tened Summers Island. Here was enacted 
several years before the rebellion one of 
the most exciting dramas of the high seas. 

While yet a mere boy Capt. Henderson 
ran away from home and shipped before 
the mast. In 1858 he had just returned to 
the United S'ates after a cruise to the West 
Indies and in Philadelphia fel! in = with 
Capt. Summers. He said he was shivping 
a crew in his clipper-built brig, the Lark. 
engaged in the fruit and spice trade with 
the West Indies and South America. and 
offered Henderson a position as ma‘e. Hen- 
derson accepted the offer. 


Just about the time the civil war was! 


Opening the Lark started homeward from 
a South Amercan port and ran into a 
vioicnt hurricane, which biew her out of 
her course eastward and southward for 
Over a week. During th’s time there had 
been ho opportunity of taking an observa- 
tion and Cant. Summers had no definite 
idea of his whereabouts. On the ninth day 
the weather cleared and an observation 
showed that the vessel was far out in the 
Attanti¢c, only about 30 mi’es south of the 
Trigtan d’Acunha group. That same afier- 
neon the jookout§ discovered an American 
cru ser steaming at ful! snyeed, apparentiy 
directiv for them. 

There were I'vely times on deck when 
Capt. Summers gave orders to put the ship 
about and try to run away. It was evident 
from the first that the brig wus no match 
in speed for the cruiser and the captain 
acd his crew were fast josing hope of es- 
.ety@ woen land was sighted straight ahead, 
Ay a last lesperate effort to elude the 
cFulser the brig ran into a littie cove shel- 
tered by a iong reef. The cruiser could 
not enter the cove, but hove to outside 
and prepared to lower her boats. The only 
refuge for the crew was on the isiand and 
there they were safely landed .n a hurry. 
Jt was at this moment that Heoaderson 
learned the ser*ret which had puzzled h'm. 
Capt. Summers tcok hm down into tke 
cabin and, closing the door. said: 

“Henderson, 1 have here a chest contain- 
‘ing nearly $175,000. I want you to help me 
take it ashore and hide it. If we succeed 
in getting away we will divide the money. 
lf one of us diew the other. shali have it. 
We can find a place on the .s.aad to con- 
ceal it.” 

Henderson agreed. After the crew had 
gone ashore be and the captain lowered the 
chest into the boat and rowed :oward a pari 
of the beach asx remote as ressibite .froim 
were the crew had landed.

The table printed in the latest issue of the 
American’Land and Title Register shows 
that during the month ef September there 
Was a greater amount of real estate sold in 
St. Louis than im any other city of thé 
United States. 

The table shows the figures of 1899 as 
compared with 1898 for all of _the large 
cities. In St. Louis in September, 1899, 
property valued at $9,263,359 changed bands, 
the valuation being the amount of purchase 
money actually paid. In September, 18%, 
the transfers amounted to $1,592,043. This 
year’s increase over 1898 was 482 per cent. 

New York’s total transfers during Sep- 
tember amounted to only $5,627,864, as com- 
pared with $5,360,708 during the sAme month 
last vear, an increase of only 5 per cent.

The late advance in inland and ocean 
frelg@hts has also tended to hold the wheat 
at princtpal accumulation points, although 
our exports of wheat and flour since July 1 
are 3,250,000 bushels more than last year. 

The argument is advanced by the bears 
that the large accumulation of stocks here 
and in the worid's visible must Indicate not 
only lower prices, but erroneous statistics 
on which the bulls have depended. We can- 
not think it surprising that the position of 
cash vheat being so strong should have 
brought the property into official knowledge 
of the trade, nor that exports exceeding, last 
vear’s heavy movement, betray anxiety on 
the part of importers to stock up more than 
they did by following their hand to mouth 
policy of last year. 

The strength of the situation has been in 
the cash wheat rather than in the options.

Republican conventions in iS, 1866 and 
1880: elected chairman of the Republican 
State Committee of Maine in place of Hon.

Mr. Frye was elected a Representative In 
the Forty-second, Forts-third, Forty-fourth, 
Forty-fifth, Forty-sixth and Forty-seventh 
Congresses. and elected to the United States 
Senate as a Republican to fill the vacancy 
occasioned by the resignation of James & 
Blain. appointed Secretary of State. He 
took his seat March 18, 188], and Was re- 
elected in 1883. in. 1888, and again tn iS%o, re- 
ceiving every vote, with one exception, in 
both branches of the Legislature at the iat- 
ter election. 

He was elected president pro tempore of 
the Senate Feb. 7. 18%. and was a mem- 
ber of the commission which met in Paris 
in 1898 to adjust terms of peace het ween 
the United States and Spain. His term 
of service will expire March 3, 1901. 

Senator Frye was appointed one of 
American Commissioners to negotiate the 
treaty of peace with Spain, which was 
signed in Paria Dec. 10, 1898. The Com- 
mission was composed of William R. Day, 
Senator Cushman K. Davis, William P. 
Frye, Whitelaw Reid and. Senator George 
Gray. Mr. Frye was third in rank an 
his name appears in that order on the 
great document. 

Senator Frye bore his 68 years ecaelly. A 
story is told that a lady in the Senate gal- 
lery, looking dowm upon the Maine Senator, 
exclaimed: A grandfather! Why, I should 
have said he was about 35." And so might 
almest any one too far away to see piain- 
ly the few lines which time and responsi- 
bilities left in his face. His coloring was 
ruddy and wholesome; his step elastic; 
attire. though simple, natty. and his hair 
of that shade of brown amid streaks of 
silver are indistinguiehable. Yet he had 
seven grandchildren:as long as 17 years 
ago. And he loved thém enthuslastically. 

Senator Frye was a jingo and wag touchy 
on the subject of American honor and in- 
terests. He was always ready for a fight 
with Engiand, France or any other coun- 
try which courted a conflict. 

But he would drop any of these entranc- 
ing pursuits for an afternoon's play-spell 
with one of the youngsters who ciaim him 
for ancester. 

Mr. Frye was the stanch friend of any 
man he liked. When a prominent Demo- 
cratic Representative one day impugned 

fairness of one of Speaker Carlisle's 
Frye Was out of his seat in an 

instant, his eyes flashing and his right arm 
in air. “The imputation is unworthy!’ he 
cried. “On this side of the house’’—with 
a sweeping gesture toward his fellow Re- 
publicans—‘‘we congider the gentleman 
from Kentucky (Mr. Carlisle) the jewel of 
the Democratic party!” 

The effect was electric. The great body 
of Democrats joined with the Republicans 
in drowning the geyp@rous outburst with 
cheers, and the Speaker's accuser was 
driven from the floor in discomfiture, 

With his clever gift for putting things, 
he was naturally fuccessful on the stump. 
He never met his match but once, and 
that was in tre person of Frank Wolford, 
a quaint Kentucky mountaineer who after- 
ward came to Congress from an o!d-fash- 
foned secession district. Other Republicans 
had heard about Wolford, and fought shy 
of tackling him; but Frye volunteered to 
go down into his district In the next cam- 
paign The experiment lasted just one day, 
but Frye described ft as appaling as far 
as it went. The adversaries arranged for 
a. joint debate before a gathering of lum- 
bermen and moonshiners, and Frye, who 
was invited to speak first, drew upon his 
fund of pathetic eloquence to describe 
the magnanimity with which the Repub- 
licans had treated the Confed@rates after 
the war. Volford followed him with the 
declaration that the Republicans had no 
right to talk about magnanimity ‘when 
they hung Jeff Davis the day after the 
surrender.”’

Frye? 

“Grant did,’’ Wolford roared back. 

“It's an infernal lie!’ shouted Frye. “‘You 
know better than that.”’

Only Scored Six Over Wiseon- 
sin Athletes, 


THRILLING RUN BY RICHARDS. 


THE EASTERN HALFBACK WENT 
AROUND FOR 65 YARDS. 


Western Men Fought Gamely and Un- 
til the Last Five Minutes of 
Play Had Kept Yale 
From Tallying. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 21.—The Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin football eleven had 
her colors lowered by Yale here this after- 
noon in a contest, the final score of which 
was Yale 6, Wisconsin 0. But the Yale 
men required nearly ail of the 3 minute 
‘of play to secure the single touchdown and 
goal which constituted her victory over 
the young men who came from the West 
to wage the battle. 

The game in many respects was the fincst 
ever witnessed on the Yale gridiron, for it 
was not until within the last five minutes 
of play that the Yale men were able to 
cross the coveted goal line. At ‘that the 
play was of an extraordinary character, 
for the scoring came only after a thrill- 
ing run of 6 yards by Richards, the Yale 
half back, who was carried by magnificent 
interference past the Wisconsin rush line 
and then, being left to his own resources 
wiggled his way through the entire Wis- 
consin back field, elw@ing the four crack 
backs of the Badgers and ultimately plant- 
ing the ball squarely behind the goal posts. 

Two 25-minute thhalves were played and 
throughout the two periods the Wisconsin 


men carried consternation to the hearts of 
the Yalens.ans by samples of football which 
seemed to be invincible. 

When nearly every spectator had con- 
cluded that the game would end in a tie at 
nothing to nothing, Richards, a Yale haif- 
back, who replaced Chadwick in the second 
half, was given the pigskin. He received it 
on Yale’s 45 yard dine and in a trice 
pocketed himself in a bunch of clever in- 
terference, which protected him to the rush 
line. Here matters became exciting and he 
broke away from his interference and 
darted out into the open with the four Wis- 
consin backs converging upon him. The 
first man he dodged, a second he eluded 
with a clever foot movement, the third he 
bowled over with his free arm and then 
procéeded to run around and away from 
the last opponent, who went tearing after 
him as the fleet runner sped toward the 
line. The touchdown which followed 
brought an easily kicked goal, netting a 
score of six. 

The most striking feature of Wisconsin 
play was found in the sole dependence of 
the Westerners upon Cant. O'’Dea’s kick- 
ing ability. Not more than half a dozen 
times during the game did the visitors 
undertake to advance the ball by rushes, 
it being almost the invariable rule to send 
it back to O'Dea for a bowling. This mar- 
velous man displayed a kicking prowess 
which has never been equaled on tae Yale 
field, and the honors were all his way in 
this department of the game. e was 
placed at a disadvantage in the matter of 
drop kicking, for his team seemed unable 
tu get within striking distance. However, 
he made four attempts at goals from the 
tield and=all were failures. Two of them 
were otif and out misses and twice his 
kicks Were nicely blocked by Yale men. 

The game started at 3:14, Capt. McBride 
choosing the north goal, with the wind in 
favor of Yale. Capt. O’Dea kicked off 
from the center of the field to Fincke, on 
the 25-yard line. Fincke cropped it. Peele 
tried for a gain through Cunha. He was 
Stopped short. O'Dea then dropped back 
for a try at goal, but the Yale tackle was 
almost upon him and O’Dea sent the oval 
Outside the lines. Sharpe tried out the 
right tackle to Curtis, for a 10-yard gain 
and McBride followed into the line for 
a short gain. McBride dropped back for 
a mighty effort and sent: the bal] high to 
the 25-yard line, where O’Dea neatly gath- 
ered it in and started to rush it back. Yale 
got the ball and a moment later O'Dea 
secured the pigskin and punted, but was 
biocked. 

The Yale captain dropped back later for 
a try and sent the ball to the big RKadger 
on his 30-yard line. O’Dea failed to get 
any advantage, the ball bounding on the 
ground and rolling ‘back to Wiseonsin’s 4- 
yard line. Sharpe, and McBride after him. 
tried the Wisconsin for short gains, bui 
On the line-up Yale lost the ba!l for in- 
terference. Foy six or seven ‘trials Yale 
bucked the Badger line for slight gains. 
Then the ball see-sawed back and forth for 
several rushes until Yale gained posses- 
Sion of it and McBride made as good a 
kick as any of his lifters during the game.

Fred Goodwyn, who will referee Sunday’s 
game at Athletic Park, was, in the early 
’70’'s, one of the best known long-distance 
runners in the Midland Counties of Eng- 
land, he proving his quality by winning 
one afternoon a three-quarter mile steeple- 
chase, one mile flat race and running third 
in a half-mile flat race, defeatin such 
crack long-distance runners as “Choppy” 
Warburton, Tommy Duckett of Liverpool 
and Gibbs and Potter of London. He was 
acknowledged a fine ali around athlete and 
splendid swimmer, and has officiated as ref- 
eree in football games, association rules, in 
matches where the Blackburn Rovers, 
Notts Forest, Queen’s Park, Glasgow and 
many other good clubs took part. For 
years he was the official pistol firer In all 
field games held around and about Pitts- 
burg, Pa.; also officiating as starter at 
most of the principal foot races and ref- 
eree in boat races on the Allegheny River. 
In 1892 he was elected president of the 
Pittsburg Football Club at a time when 
its finances were at a low ebb. He speed- 
ly put the club on a paying basis, ar- 
ranging games with the Chicago Wander- 
ers and the Toronto, Canada, club. So 
much was thought of his impartiality and 
fairness that he frequently acted as referee 
by request in matches wherein his own 
club participated. At the end of his first 
year as president, the Pittsburg Footbal!

Vice-Presidential candidates are usually 
nominated on ‘‘geographical lines.’’ In the 
choice*of a candidate whole sections of 
the country are taken into consideration, 
as well as the matter of influencing par- 

icular States. If the Fresidential candi-

' uevally chosen from the South or West; if 


from the West, the Vice-Presidenttal can- 
didate is taken from the South or Mast, 
and most generally from a ‘doubtful 
GState’’—that is, from a State liable to go 
Republican, but which might be influence. 
in favor of the Democratic party by the 
cholce of a popular candidate, and vive 
versa. All political conventions are alike 
in this respect. 


‘he metter of State pride is also to be 
taken into consideration. Jn every State 
theretis a certain number of men who 
would vote for any candidate from their 
State, whatever his politics, simply because 
he was a citizen of the same Common. 
weaith. They might vote the “straight 
ticket” -in every other particular, and yet 
vote for the “head” of the opposing ticket 
because either the Presidential or Vice- 
Presidential candidate belonged to their 
Biate. 

Again, the personal popularity of the pro- 
posed nomineé is to be considered. Through 
innate qualities of leadership, through per- 
6onal bravery or through the successfu! 
advocacy of some popular measures, one 
man migtht be able to command thousanis, 
even millions, of votes where another would 
fail. So strong is the spirit of hero wor- 
ship in the American people that thousands 
will desert an ordinary party leader to fol- 
low the heels of greatness. Some it 
from a spirit of admiration: others from 
an irresistible desire, which manifests it- 
eclf at all times, to “get into the 
Wagon” and be on the. winning side. 

In the third place, descending to a prac- 
tical and mercenary level, a mun may be 
@vailable as a candidate for the Vice-Presi- 
dency because he is a good part y manager, 
is wealthy, appreciates the honor that 
Would be conferred upon him and is will- 
ing to contribute liberally to the fund for 
campaign expenses. 


All of these matters must be consffered 
in the selection of any candidate by any 
party which hopes to win. They must be 
considered by the Democratic party in the 
Selction of a nominee for the Vice-Presi- 
Cency next yoar. 

In 1876 Thomas H. Heridricks was chosen 
@s Vice-Presidential candidate with Sam- 
uel J. Tilden of New York, not only be- 
cause Indiana was an extremely doubtful 
State; not only because ha was a states- 
man, but because he had great wealth. 

Four years later Ohesier A. Arthur of 
New York was chosen as the running mate 
of James A. Garfield of Ohio, not only for 
geographical reasons. but 
rich and popular and “’ 
his money. Not a 
mate him ever 
come President 

In 1880 Mr. English of Indiana was c} 
@s the Vice-Presidential candidate by the 
Democracy with Gen. Winfield Scott Han- 
cock for geographical reasons. 

When Grover Cleveland ran for the Pres- 
idency in 188% Mr. Hendricks was again 
made a Vice«Presidential candidate by the 
Democrats for the same reasons that he 
was nominated in 1876. 

In the same year Gen. John A. Logan 
was made the running mate of James G. 
Blaine because of his almost unbounded 
personel popularity in the West, as well as 
for the purpose of influencing the vote of 
Illinots. 

In 1888, the year of Cleveland's second 
candidacy, Allen G. Thurman, “the Old 
Roman,"" was made the Vice-Presidential 
candidate, not only because of his long 
record as a Democrat, but for the purpose 
of influencing the vote of Ohio, to offset 
the effect In the West of the nomination 
of Gen. Harrison by the Republican party. 

For the same‘reason Levi P. Morton of 
New York was made Gen. Harrison's run- 
ming mate to wrest, if possible, the Empire 
State, Mr. Cleveland's home, from the Dem- 
ecrats. Mr. Morton had the additional 
Vice-Presidential qualification of being a 
millionaire. 

(Much the same conditions prevailed in 
1892. Cleveland and Harrison were again 
candidates. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois 
made the Democratic race with Cleveland, 
to o@set the Harrison candidacy in Indi-

ana, and Whitelaw Reid of New York was 
Harrison’s running mate, to nullify the ef- 
fect of Cleveland's influence in that State. 
Like Morton, Mr. Reid was very wealthy. 

In 1896 the exigencies of the political sit- 
nation made Wjlliam ‘McKinley the Repub- 
lican. nominee for President. Mr. Hobart, 
his running mate, was from New Jersey 
and rich, 

William J. Bryan became the Democratic 
nominee for President. With him on the 
ticket was placed Arthur Sewall of Maine, 
who, like ‘Mr. Hobart, bore the distinction 
of being very wealthy, as weil as of dSeing 
a citizen of an Bastern State, in opposi- 
tion to the two Presidential candidates 
from the West. 

Thus for 2% years geography, personal 
popularity and wealth have played import- 
ant parts in the selection of Vice-Presiden- 
tial candidates, for both of the great par- 
tices. Tor that matter, these elements have 
been potent factors in politics ever since 
the foundation of the Republic. Their in- 
fluence in 1900 will be just as powerful as 
ever. 

In which of the seven possible candidates 
now before the Democratic party will these 
combined influences be the strongest? A 
few facts concerning each may enable the 
reader better to form his own opinion, 


George Fred Williams. 

One of the men most “prominently men- 
tioned” in connection with the Democratic 
nomination for the Vice-Presidency 
George Irederiek Williams, candidate for 
Governor of Massachusetts, for many yeurs 
cne of the leading Congressmen from that 
State.

defined a Mugwump as “a man who 
the Repubtican party in 1884,’’ 

Mr. Williams was the head and front cf 
the celebrated Mugwump mMfovement in 1884, 
the year of Cleveland's first candidacy. He 
managed the Independent National Com- 
mitte, a thankless and laborious task. ‘The 
Mugwumps nave alwuys claimed that they 
influenced the vote in New York and made 
possible the exceeding.y narrow tmmargin by 
which Cleveland was elected over Blaine. 

Ever since 1884 Mr. Wi.liams has been a 
Democrat and has been signally honored 
py the party. In 1890 he was re-elected to 
“ongress in a remarkably strong Repub- 
Hican district. 

Mr. Williams was born at Dedham, Mass3., 
July 10, 1852. After being graduated from 
the law department of Dartmouth College 
he studied in the universities at Heidelberg 
and Berlin. He commenced the practice of 
law in Boston in 1872. 

Mr. Williams’ father was a German with 
an unpronounceab!e German name. When 
he tried to tell the people of Dedham what 
it was, they said to him: 

“Here, we can’t take time to call 
of that! Your name is Williams.” 
And “Williams” it has been e¢ver since. 
But there {is none of the German lcok 
about George Fred Williams. Yet he nas 
no disposition: to-go back on his ancestry. 
He likes to talk and read German, and 
frequently in making a speech he finds it 
difficult to keep from using a German word 

to express his idea. 

Soon after ‘Mr. Williams commenced the 
practice of law a railroad traig ran off of 
a viaduct near Dedham and killed and 
crippled several people. The young attor- 
ney gathered all the evidence he could lay 
his hands on, and by the time he settled 
with his clients and the railroad company 
he found himself in the possession of $40,- 
(. After that he had smooth sailing. 

Mr. Williams’ manner is dignified and his 
bearing impressive. He is a neat dresser 
and his hair is always well brushed, He 
wears his coat tightly buttoned. In Con- 
gress he used to walk up and down the 
aisles a great deal, with his hands thrust 
deep into his trousers’ pockets, apparently 
in deep meditation, yet he was never con- 
sidered a pcser. 

Williams is a man of great will power and 
essentially a man of facts. 


Admiral W. 8. Schley. 

The politics of Admira! Schley, like that 
of most naval officers, is uncertain. One 
reason for this is that they are on the 
water so much of the time that they seem 
to lose interest in political parties as par- 
thes. 

Admiral Gohley {s a native of Maryland 
and is @ years old. He entered the service 
of the United States Navy at the age of 21 
and has been in it continuously since. In 
1861 the served in the various naval engage- 
ments which led to the capture of Port 
liudson—a battle in which Lieut. Dewey, 
now the Admiral, was engaged. 

Schley was promoted to a Heutenantcy in 
1862, and subsequently saw active service 
with the Asiatic Squadron. 

In 1874 he became a commander. In 1588 
he was made a captain and became Com- 
mocore 10 yéars hater, by right of seniority. 

In 189], in conjunction with Capt. “Bob” 
Evaris, he settled the trouble between the 
United States and Chill, when several 
American sallors were killed by ‘hostile 
Chililans in Valparaiso. Schley was then 
in command of the Baltimore. 

When the Spanish-American war broke 
out Commodore GSchicy was placed in com- 
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mand of the celebrated Fiving Squadron, 
with the Brooklyn as his flagship. At San- 
tiage de Cuba, July 3, 1¥98, he immorta.ized 
himself by destroying the entire Spanish 
fieet under AGmiral Cervera, which was 
trying to escape from the harbor. 

Admiral Sampson, who was on the New 
York, 10 miles away, was technically in 
command of the North Atlantic Squadron, 
with which the Flying Squadron had been 
consolidated, but Schley was the man who 
sunk the Spanish fleet, and the American 
people have persisted, and still persist, in 
naming Admiral Schley as the hero of San- 
tlago. 

His feat was almost an exact duplicate 
of that of Dewey at Manila. When Dewey 
was officially welcomed back to America by 
President McKinley on the Capitol steps at 
Washington, early in October, Admiral 
Sampson, Admiral Schley and other ocean 
fighters were there, yet the assembled thou- 
sands cheered Schley until they were hoarse 
and gave him a reception second in ram- 
pant enthusiasm only to that accorded the 
greatest Admiral of them all. 

Wherever Admiral Schley has gone since 
the battle of Santiago the people have 
given him an ovation. Others may have 
planned; he acted. Others may have been 
willing, but they were not there. Schley 
was on the spot and turned the guns loose. 
People refuse to regard him otherwise than 
as the rightful hero of Santiago Bay. 

Those who favor his candidacy have two 
sirong arguments in their favor, namely, 
the geographical location of his State and 
his own undoubted popularity. Already a 
personal favorite in the East, his hold on 
the West was greatly strengthened by his 
wide tour a year ago. 


Gen. Fitzhugh Lee. 

Arother man who gained extensive per- 
sonal popularity through his connection 
with the Spanish-American war, and par- 
ticularly throvgh the events directly leading 
up to it, is Major-General Fitzhugh Lee of 
Virginia. 

A few months before the end of Cleve- 
land’s last administration, when affairs in 
Cuba were nearing a crisis, Gen. Lee Was 
appointed United States Consul-General at 
Havana. One of his principal duties was to 
protect the lives of American citizens, and 
this he did with such determination and 
vigor that he won the admiration even of 
that arch American-hater, Captain-General 
Weyler. When the battleship Maine was 
blown up in Havana Harbor and the life 
of no American was considered safe on 
shore, Gen. Lee upheld the flag and made 
the Spaniards listen to his voice, though 
blumtly denied an audience by Gen. Blanco. 
Everywhere Gen. Lee was hailed as the 
typical American citizen, and as soon as 
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war was declared he was recalled to the 
United States, in accordance with his own 
wish ,that he might enter the army and 
lead a host against Havana. Though placed 
in command, and though he reached Cuba 
and is still there, the opportunity for bat- 
tle never came. At present he is engaged, 
with other high army officers, in an at- 
tempt to straighten out the municipal and 
gzgovernmntal affairs of Cuba, to prepare 
the people for self-rule. 

Gen. Lee is a grandson of the celebrated 
‘“‘Lighthorse Harry’ Lee of Revolutionary 
fame, a friend of Washington and a Gén- 
eral at the age of 244 years. One of his sons, 
Capt. Sidney Smith Lee, the father of Fitz- 
hugh Lee, was an officer in the United 
States Navy when the civil war broke out. 
Fitzhugh Lee, then a lieutenant, his uncle, 
Robert E. Lee, and two other members of 
the Lee family were in the army. When 
war was declared they all resigned to fight 
for the confederacy. 

Fitzhugh Lee was graduated from West 
Point in 1856. He was the third man from 
the foot in a class of 47. His particular 
abominations were mathematics and chem- 
istry, but he was the best horseman in the 
class, the best boxer and wrestler and a 
fine swordsman. He was spirited, active 
and a born fighter. It is said of him that 
there was never a finer thorseman in the 
United States army than Fitzhugh Lee In 
his young manhood, and that there was 
never a mere dashing trooper. He always 
went into battle with a smile. Nobody 
ever saw him otherwise but twice. Once 
was at the battle of Winchester, when 
three horses were shot from under him. 
One of them was Nellie Gray, the finest 
animal in the confederate service. Lee wept 
when she went down. 


The other time was at Appomatox, when 
Gen, Robert E. Lee surrendered to Gen. 
Grant. Fitzhugh hee broke down and 
sobbed like a child. 

It was said of him that Lee loved nath- 
ing better than the ballroom and the bat- 
tlefield, and that he always wished there 
were 23 hours in each day, so that he 
could epend an extra half-hour dancing 
and another 30 minutes fighting. 

Gen. Lea is now 635 years of age. He was 
the youngest of the great leaders of tne 
confederacy. 

In 18% he was elected Governor of Vir- 
ginia. During President Cleveiand’s second 
term he was Collector of Internal Revenue 
at Lynchburg, Va 

Iie was appointed Consul-General!l at Ha- 
vana, April 13, 1894. 

John R. McLean. 

John R .MeLean is a native of Ohio and 
the present Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor of that State. He is a millionaire and 


¢ 


for years has been proprietor of the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer. Though nominally a citi- 
zen of Ohio, the last 14 years of his life 
have been spent mainly in Washington, D. 
Cc. He owns a magnificent residence there, 
His real estate interests are listed tyr the 
assessor at $973,617, and are conservatively 
estimated to be worth $1,500,000. 

Besides this he is credited with holding 
$500,000 worth of District of Columbia bonds. 

His mother, Mrs. Washington McLean, 
lives in the biggest house in Washington. 

John R. McLean has but one business 
motto. 


“I would not Invest tn anything I could 
not control,’’ he says. 

The gas used in every home and every 
business house in Washington is furnished 
by John R. MeLean. The transportation 
from Georgetown to the White House and 
from the White House along Pennsylvania 
avenue to the Capitol is furnished by a 
street railway company in which John ft. 
McLean is heavily interested. He is a di- 
rector of the American Security and Trust 
Co. of Washington. Hundreds of citizens 
pay tribute to him tn the way of rental. 

McLean entered Harvard when a young 
man, but never completed the course. He 
entered the Cincinnati Enquirer office when 
his father was the controlling spirit and 
learned the newspaper business from the 
ground up. He quietly bought stock in the 
paper, without even his father’s knowledge, 
and afterward secured control] of the paper. 
For 15 years he has practically owned ft. 

It was from Washington MocLean’s house 
in Cincinnati that Gen. Grant started on his 
tour around the world in 1877, and he did 
mot consider his journey complete until he 
returned there. 

MoeLean is about 52 years of age. He is a 
man of vindictive spirit and will brook no 
opposition in his dealings with men. 

His political career ‘thas been brief. In 
189% he was mentioned for the Vice-Pres!- 
dency at the Chicago convention, but his 
enemies got after him so sharply that his 
name was withdrawn. 

The city directory of Cincinnat!, as well 
as that of Washington, gives McLean's res- 
idence as Washington, D. C. 


Moses C. Wetmore. 

Moses C. Wetmore is a native of Missouri. 
He is about 55 years of age. His wealth is 
conservatively estimated at $1,500,000. 

For many years he was conected in an 
active capacity with the Liggett & Meyers 
Tobacco Co., and was president of the con- 
cern when it sold out to the Tobacco Trust, 
a few months ago. 

Col. Wetmore first came into prominence 
three years ago through his friendship for 
William J. Bryan and other men of pa- 
tional importance 


Mr Bryan, Senator Jones (Chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee), ex- 
Gov. Willlam J. Stone, Vice-Chairman, and 
other notables were frequently the \uests 
of Col. Wetmore, both at the Planters’ Ho- 
tel in St. Louis and at his magnificent 
game preserve of £000 acres in Taney Coun- 
ty, Missouri. 


In this manner his name has become 
linked with those of leading Democrats, 
und Col. Wetmore is always in evidence 
whenever there is a conference of any im- 
portance in St. Louls, as, for example, the 
meeting of the Executive Committee of ths 
National Committee a few days ago. 

Col. Wetmore, apparently, never cherished 
any political ambition until recently. Were 
he questioned now he would probably deny 
that he is an aspirant for the Vice-Presi- 
dency, yet his name is persistently men- 
tioned in connection with that nomination, 
and there seems to be but little doubt that 
his availability will be considered by the 
Democratic National Convention of 1900. 

Col. Wetmore is a widower. 


Judge Augustus Van Wyck. 

Judge Augustus Van Wyck was born in 
New York City In 187. His family have 
been in this country for more than 20 
years, being originally from Holland. He 
a descendant of Capt. Abraham Van 
Wrycek, who served in the revolution. 

He is a brother of Robert Van Wyck, 
Mayor of New York City. 

Mr. Van Wyck was graduated from the 
old Phillips Academy at Exeter, N. H., and 
afterward took a degree at the University 
of North Carolina. 

He commenced the practice of law at 
Richmond, Va., and met with such success 
there that he was encouraged to go to New 
York. He took up his residence in Brook- 
lyn, where he stiil resides. 

Twice he was elected president 
Democratic General Committee of New 
York. In 1885 he resigned that position and 
retired from aggressive political work of 
all kinds, but after that he was a member 
of the New York Democratic Central Com- 
mittee, and a dolegate to various national, 
State and county conventions. 

In 1887 Mr. Van Wyck was elected a mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court of Kings County, 
Brooklyn, a position which corresponds tn 
dignity with that of a Circuit Judge in 
Missouri or lilinois. The term was 12 years 
and the annual salary $14,000. 

In 1898, when he had one year yet to 
serve as a Justice, he was induced to re- 
sign and accept the Democratic nomination 
for Governor of New York. He was de-

John Alexander Dowle is a Scotchman 
past middle age and of striking appear- 
ance.

He claims’ to have been a Congregational 
clergyman mM Scotland and.to have discov- 
ered his powers of healing in Australia 
during an epidemic of yellow fever, where, 
by prayer and the laying-on of hands, he 
cured ‘many victims. Dowle then located 
in San Franciseo, where he adopted some 
portions of the Mormon doctrine. 

About the time of the World’s Fair he 
came to Chicago and established two faith- 
healing. homes near the Fair Grounds, in- 
augurating the “Christian Catholic 
Church,” based, he asserts, on the doctrines 
of the primitive Cristian church. 

He exhorted his followers to give up 
tobacco and etimulants, refrain from eating 
swine’s flesh and to give liberally of théir 
goods to the Lord through Zion. His sen- 
sat tlonal methods have, attracted wide” at-

tention, and his personal force, amounting 
to hypnotism, his picturesque oratory and 
power to sway a certain claes easily, in- 
fluenced by a strong mind in matters re- 
ligious, have gained him many followers. 

Despite newspaper criticism and ‘the at- 
tacks of the clergy, the medical autorities 
and occasional spasmodic action on the 
part of the authorities, ‘‘Dowieiem’’ has 
flourished in Chicago and throughout a 
considerable territory. 

For three years the headquarters of 
“Zion’ have been on Michigan boulevard 
and Twelfth street, a seven-story etructure, 
for which Dowie pays a rental of $25,000 a 
year, with taxes’ and insurance. He has

imate means from followers who ceased 
to be welcome inmates of “Zion” when 
their means were exhausted. That ‘‘Dowie- 
ism’’ has nevertheless flourished is ev!i- 
denced by a statement made‘when the as- 
sessors were looking into its affairs a few 
weeks ago. It appeared that Dowie was in 
control of property valued at more than 
$250,000, all ‘“‘Zion"’ property being in hia 
name. 

There have been deaths in Zion tn which 
the coroner has been interested. Physi- 
cians have been threatened. Neighbors 
have appealed to the law. But Dowle re- 
plies from his pulp:t Sunday after Sun- 
day in torrents of vituperation. His pulpit 
utterances are often {mpossible of publica- 
tion, yet men and women sit through them 
and rise to call the leader of “Zion” bless- 
ed.

cemetery over in Kaskaskia, Twenty-eight 
years ago the Mississipp) broke through in- 
to the Okaw above Kaskaskia and began 
eating away the sands of the peninsula. 
When the swirling waters came 4o the 
gates of the old cemetery and began to 
undermine the graves of the pioneers the 
people aroused themselves and a move- 
ment wae atarted which eventuated in the 
podies being removed to the opposite side- 
hill. In @ cleared space the ancient head- 
etones were set Up anew and the new ceme- 
tery was itnclosed by a piain board fence.

appreciation of the sacrifices of the pioneers 
a monument was erected at the top of the 
hill overlooking the rows of graves. That 
was in 1892. On it was inscribed: 


Those who sleep here were first buried :

this cemetery. They were the early plo- : 
neers of the Mississ! gpl Valley. They 
planted free institutions in a wilderness 
and were the founders of a great com- 
monwealth In memory of their sacri- 
fices Illinois gratefully erects this monu- 


That done, the State of Illinols and every- 
body else seems to have considered that 
enough had been done.” The cemetery and 
the surroundings of the monument are now 
a picture of neglect. The tombstones are 
crumbling and tumbling from their founda- 
tlons. Weeds and brush are struggling for 
the mastery. The inscription on the monu- 
ment is almost hidden by the rank -weeds 
which have been permitted to grow up 
about it. 

The Centralla & Chester Railroad comes 
down through the Okaw Valley now ana 
the trains stop at a picturesque little sta- 
tfon at the foot of the hill, but it is a weari- 
some climb through tangled underbrush to 
reach the cemetery and it is a long; wind. 
ing way to reach the same place in a vehi- 
cle. It is so inawcessible that it is seldom 
visited except by the people of the vicinity 
in their annual outings, and for these the 
old graves, familiar sights since chiidhood, 
have little significance or interest. 

Most of the occupants of the neglected 
graves died more than half a century ago 
and many of them died of ripe old age 
when the country Was yet very young, Stil!

Both had lost their right hands, both were 
maimed for life and both were compensated 
according to the lights of 12 good men and 
true. 

In this case both alike were working In 

order to live, and both were deprived of 
the power of earning a living In their for- 
mer capacities. 
Many persons will fail to see why a boy's 
hand should be worth nearly twice as much 
as agirl’s. In fact, many will believe that 
the girl in this case was more grievously 
damaged than the boy. 

A girl's prospects for marrying well—for 
becoming a good wife, a good housekeeper 
and a good mother—are what she is taught 
to depend upon most for happiness in this 
World. Deprived of these, she has little 
left to dream of or hope for.

T almost goes without saying that the best stories must be true in the highest 
sense. in them the two and two of human emotion and experience must always 


make the four of natural result. The revelations of character must have the 


“- lights and shades of their own circumstances and no others upon them, or the story 


will be essentially false. But when it. comes to the question, ‘Are the best stories 
Srue in the ordinary sense of the word?’ I doubt it. It is seldom if ever that an exact 
sendering of an occurrence or a faithful record of a Hfe gives the most artistic and 
the best results. It is not even as true as untruth, though that sounds paradoxical. 
It is eye and ear work, but not soul work. The truth is that of the surface only; 
there are no revelations of depths, no retrospect and no forecast. It 4s one dimen- 
sion of truth and no more. It Is not even as reliable as photography. It is more like 
® tracing of the barest Outlines of a life as seen against the wall of its own environ- 
ments, and of no more value than a child's sketch upon the school yard fence. 

Of course a story which is a story, and not a mere report, is seldom if ever told 
with such utter regard for and stern adherence to the actualities. They almost never 
@re_ true. It is impossible that they should be. There is the inev- 
Stable mark of the author's own individuality upon them, the results of his own ex- 


a periences on similar lines, which give him pgints of comparison; he exaggerates, 


Pnconsciously often, simply because of some inborn short or far sightedness. Simple 
» @tatements cap be made. One can write that Betsey Jones and William Smith were

execution ef Louls XVI, that are not recorded tn Nlstory. 
They were receunted to me by an eyewitness and are here 
published for the first time. 

The scaffold was not, as is generally believed, erected in the very 
center of the place, on the spet where the obelisk now stands, but 
On 4 spot which the decree of the Provisional Executive Council 
designutes in these precise térms: ‘thetween the pled d’estal and 
the Champs Elysees." 

What was this pedestal? Present generationa who have seen 
80 Many things happen, so many statues crumble and so many 
pedestals overthrown do not quite know what meaning to give 
to this very vague designation. 

In the year II, of the Republic, what the Executive Council called 
the “pled d'estal’ was naught but a shapeless and hideous block. 
It was a sort of ainister symbol of the royalty itself. Its orna. 
ments of marble and brange had been wrenched off, the bare stone 
was everywhere split and cracked, 

The scaffold was raised a few steps distant frem this ruin, a little 
In rear of it, It was covered with long planks, laid transversely, 
that masked the frame work, A ladder without banisters or balus. 
trade Was at the back, and what they venture to eal] the head 
of this borrible construction was turned toward the Garde-Meuble, 
A basket of cylindrical shape, covered with leather, was placed 
at-the spot where the head of the King was te fall, to receive 
it; and at one of the angles of the entablature, to the right of the 
ladder, could be discerned a long wicker basket prepared for the 
body, on which one of the executioners, while waiting for the 
King, had laid his hat, 

Here are some unknown details. The executions numbered four; 
two only performed the execution, the third stayed at the foot of 
the ladder and the fourth was on the wagon which was to convey 
the King's body to the Madeleine Cemetery and which was wait- 
ing a few feet fram the seaffold, 

The executioners wore breeches, coats in the French style as 
the revolution had modified it, and three-cornered hats with enor- 
mous tricolor cockades. 

They executed the King with their hats on, and it was 
without taking his hat off that Sampson, seizing by the hair the 
severed head of Louls XVI., showed it to the people, and for a 
few moments let the blood from it trickle upon the scaffold. 

At the same time his valet or assistant undid what were called 
“les sapgles'’ (straps); and, while the crowd gazed alternately 
upon the King’s beady, dressed entirely in white, and 
still attached, with the hands bound behind the back to the 
swing board, and upon that head whose kind and gentle profile 
stood cut against the misty, somber trees of the Tuileries, two 
priegts, commissaries af the Cammune, instructed to be present 
as municipal officials at the execution of the King, sat in the 
Mayor's carriage, laughing and conversing in loud tones. One 
of them, Jacques Roux, derisively drew the other’s attention to 
Capet’s fat caives and abdomen. 

The armed men who surrounded the seaffold had only swords 
end ptkes; there were very few. muskets. Most of them wore 
large round hats or red caps. A few platoons of mounted dra- 
goons in uniform were mingled with these troops at intervals. 
A whole squadron of dragoons was ranged in battle array beneath 
the terraces of the Tuileries. What was called the Battalion of 
Marseilles formed one of the sides of the square. 

The guvillotine—it is always with repugnance that one writes 
this hideous word—would appear to the craftsmen of to-day to be 
very badly constructed. The knife was simply suspended to a 
pulley fixed in the center of the upper beam. This pully and a 
rope the thickness of a man’s thumb constituted the whole ap- 
paratus. The Knife, which was not very heavily weighted, was of 
small dimensions and had a curved edge, which gave it the form 
of a reversed Phrygian cap. 

No hood was placed to shelter the

When the execution was over, Sampson threw to the people the 
King’s coat, which was of white molleton, and in an instant it dls- 
appeared, torn by a thousand hands, 

The poor priest, enveloped in his thick coat, which concealed 
the blood, was still near the King. The blood spirted upon him, 
He hastily donned a brown avercoat, descended from the scaffold 
and was lost in the crowd. The first row of spectators opened be- 
fore him with a sort of wonder mingled with respect; but after 
he had gone a few steps, the attention of everybody was still so 
concentrated upun the center of the place where the event had 
just been accomplished, that nobody took any further notice of 
Abbe Edgeworth. 

At the moment when the head of Louls XVI, fell, Abbe Hdge- 
worth fled in bewilderment, walking as one in a dream and 
scarcely knowing where he was going. However, with that sort 
of instinct which preserves somnambulists, he crassed the river, 
took the Rue du Bae, then the Rue du Regard and thus man- 
aged to reach the house of Mme, de Lezardiere, near the Barriare 
du Maine. 

Arrived here he divested himself of the solled clothing and re- 
mained for several hours, in a state of collapse, without being able 
to colleet a thought or utter a word. 

Some Royalists whe rejoined him, and who 
execution, surrounded the Abbe Edgeworth 
of the adieu he had addressed ta the King:

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“IRISH IMMIGRATION FAILING. 


By Sir Thomas }. Lipton, Owner of Shamrock. 


HE volume of emigration from Ireland to the United States has undoubtedly 

t fallen off greatly during the past few years. This is not by any means because 

the opportunities for the immigrants In America are fewer than formerly, for 

they are not. Jt is because the condition of life in Ireland has become more favorable, 

especially for the classes which formed the greater part of the immigrants, The tn- 

ducemetas for Irishmen to stay at home are greater than ever before, The Irish are 
no longer emigrants in the sense that they were a few years ago. 

These changes have been brought about by three leading causes. 

YWirst-—The favorable working of the land acts, 

Second—The establishment of co-operative creameries in all parts of the country. 

Third—RBetter local government. 

Of the land acts, it is the operation of the land purchase clauses and those resulting 
in a general reduction ef rent that have done the most good. The purchase of land by 
the Government, which has been going on for 10 years back, and the renting of that 
land by the Government directly to the farmer at reduced rates, have raised the-pros- 
pects of the Irish people wonderfully. Rents have actually been reduced from 
$5 to § per cent. : 

Moreover, any one who rents from the Government has a prospect of absolutely 
owning the land within his liftetime, as the rents are terminable in 8 years. Renting 
is thus practically purchasing on the instaiment plan. They are judicial rents, fixed 
by commissioners appointed fer that purpose, who travel all over Ireland, study the 
condition, and fix the rates as fairly as possible. This is doing wonders toward mak- 
ing the people contented and keeping them at home to develop the resources of the 
island. 

In no one thing has there been such marked tmprovement during the past «few 
years as the dairy industry. This is due to the establishment of co-operative 
creameries over the whole island, especially in the southern part. The advance in 
the manufacture of butter has been most noticeable, and that !s proboably the most 
Potent influence in stopping the flow of emigration to America, The young men and 
women are needed at home to do the work. and the returns now make it well worth 
their while to stay. The improvement in butter manufacture has affected both the 
quality of the product and the volume, The statistica for last year show an annuel 
increase of $3,000,000 in revenue from dairy produce. 

The market for Irish butter is geting more and more extended. It is good butter. 
Under the old system of butter-making on the farms, the quality was comparatively 
poor and decidedly uneven. Thanks tothe improved methods which have been 
adopted, it is now of uniform quality. I figure that improved quality has added4 fully 
8 cents te the price of Irish butter, and this within the past three years. The improve- 
ments in the creameries have been chiefly through the adoption ef Danish and 
American methods of butter making, 

The improvement in jocal municipal Government in Treland has done much toward 
making the peeple contented and keeping them from emigrating. For the first time 
they are getting a good share in the local Government of their country. This gives 
them an interest and @ reapensibility in their home life, which they have never before 
felt to such a degree. So far they have conducted their councils admirably, with great 
decorum and eeonemy, 

The Irish people are experiencing the awakening of a hope that has quickened them 
to effort and has made the Irishman ef to-day a striking contrast te the Irishman of 
former years, The peeple now fee! that the little they get goes into their own pockets, 
and they have the assurance that it is going te stay there, 

At the present time there is more money in the savings bank of Treland than ever 
before. The increase in savings have been nearly two-fold since 168%, and the per- 
centage of increase is augmented annually. 

Ameriean prosperity is a good index to Irish prosperity. This is due chiefly to 
the money sent baek to their home eountry by Irishmen here. When trade is good 
here it is good in Treland, and any decline here is soon felt equally there.

FING BEAUTIFUL.

For a Thorough Shampoo. 
WORRIED GIRL.—It is difficult if 
A you have heavy hair, to wash it 
thoroughly yourself. Use the sham- 
poo, the formula for which I give you— 
rub it thoroughly into the hair with the 
tips of your fingers of both hands. Do not 
miss a particie of the scalp. Uuse plenty 
of the shampoo. Rinse again and again. 
Gallons of water should be used in rinsing 
the hair properly. The great trouble about 
unsuccessful attempts at washing the hair 
lies in the improper and Ineffective rinsing. 
The formula—Melt a cake of pure olive 
oll soap in a quart of boiling water. When 
tho soap is dissolved the result will be al- 
most a jelly Take of this jelly, say, two 
large tablespoonfuls, and a small lump of 
common washing soda about the size of a 
filbert. Frst wet the hair thoroughly with 
hot water, then rub the shampoo mixture 
well into the roots. Rinse thoroughly in 

several waters. Fhen carefully dry. 


A Bichloyide Face Bleach. 

8ST. ELMO.—There are several face 
bleaches. The following is good: Bichloride 
of mercury, in coarse powder, 12 grains; 
extract of witch hazel, 2 ounces; rose 
water, 2 ounces. Shake until the mercury 
is dissolved. Mop over the face night and 
morning. Bichloride of mercury is a dan- 
gerous polson, and while perfectly proper 
to use as here suggested should be kept out 
of the reach of ignorant persons and chil- 
dren. 

MOLILY BAWN.—These are the rules for 
curing leanness and emaciation. Freedom 
from care and anxiety. At least 10 hours 
gleep out of every 2% and naps during the 
day if possible. This sleep must always be 
natural. Nothing is so bad as sleep in- 
duced by anodynes. The diet should con- 
sist largely of Pood containing starch and 
sugar; potatoes, fresh sweet butter, milk, 
cream, fruits cooked and served with sugar, 
all vegetables containing starch and sugar, 
euch as corn, sweet potatoes, beans, peas, 
‘foods of the macaroni and spaghetti kinds, 
fish and oysters, ice-creams, desserts with- 
out pastry; plenty of outdoor life and a 
moderate amount of exercise. Sleep in a 
well-ventilated room. 

I do not believe anyone can gain flesh 
if there is an internal disease; certainly not 
if there is any tendency to dyspepsia or 
liver trouble. Where the patient is plump 
in one part of the body and fails in another 
a gymnastic course is advised. In order to 
pursue the latter properly the patient is 
advised to go to a first-class gymnasium 
and take the exercises prescribed by the at- 
tendant physician. Where the development 
is meagre in the upper part of the body 
swimming is an excellent exercise. Walk- 
ing is always wholesome. The patient who 
wishes to gain flesh can never do so if 
she worries, is harrassed or permits her 
nerves to get the better of her. 


The Cure for Blackhead. 

lL. F. M., Marion, I1l.—Cure for blackheads: 
Use the camel's hair face-scrubbing brush 
every night. Immerse the brush in warm 
water, rub the soap on it until you get a 
good lather, scrub the face for a moment 
or two, rinse thoroughly with clear warm 
water, then apply a good cold cream or 
ekin food. If you have the correct brush 
it may make the face a little tender for a 
day or two, but not longer. 

For pimples try Fossati cream: Lanoline, 
6 grams; sweet almond oil, 5 grams; sul- 
phur, precipitated, 5 grams; oxide of zinc, 
2% grams; violet extract, % gram. Place 
the sulphur and zinc first in the mortar, 
then add the almond oil, a little at a time, 
until a smooth paste is formed; next add 
lanoline and violet @xtract. Keep in oint- 
ment boxes. Apply a very little of the oint- 
ment to each pimple. Make the application 
at night and Jet the cream remain on until 
morning. Wash away with water and a 
pure hygienic soap. 

Epsom Salts for the Face. 

THEO.—Yes, henna leaves will give your 
hair a reddish tint and will not injure it 
lf properly used. Get an ounce of henna 
leaves and steep them in a pint of hot 
water, just as you would if you were mak- 
ing tea. Let the mixture stand until cold, 
then strain. Apply to the hair with a soft 
spong or brush. 

Unless you need skin food you should not 
use it. If your complexion, as you say, is 
all that you wish, excepting that your face 
is inclined to be fat, I should not use a skin 
food. What you really need is facial mas- 
sage. 

If the wash of Dpsom salts and rainwater 
is agreeable and “gives your face a vel- 
vety smoothness’’—I quote from your let- 
ter—there is no reason why you should not 
continue to use it. 


Blood Out of Order. 

ADDIB, Kirkwood.—The reason your 
face looks yellow and you have cold sores 
is because your blood is out of order. Take 
@ teaspoonful of phosphate of soda in a 
glass of hot water every morning before 
breakfast for a month. Avoid al] pork, 
greasy food, highly spiced dishes and pas- 
try. Live as far as possible on fruit and 
green vegetables and salads. If you wish 
to use & harmless bleach for your face try 
this formula: 

Bichloride of mercury itn coarse powder, 
10 grains; distilled water, 1 pint; shake 
well, Add one-half ounce of glycerine. Ap- 
ply tha small sponge. This is not strong 
enoug.. to blister and skin the face in aver- 
age cases, It may be increased or reduced 
in strength by varying the amount of bi- 
chloride of mercury. Do not forget that 
this last ingredient is a powerful poison 
and ‘should be Kept out of the reach of chii- 
dren and ignorant persons.

Phenic acid, 2 grams; tincture of nux 
vomica, T% grams; tincture red cinchona,

grams. Apply to the roots of the hair with 
@ soft sponge Once or twice a day.

Pour the vinegar upon the rose leaves 
and let it stand for one week, then strain 
and add the rosewater, throwing the rose 
leaves away. The lotion may be used elther 
pure, or diluted by putting about a table- 
spoonful into a cupful of rain water. Do 
not keep in a metal vessel. 

Eyebrow and Eyelash Grower. 

B. W. 'T., East St. Louls.—Eyebrow ana 
eyelash grower: 

Red vaseiine, 2 ounces; tincture 
tharides, one-eighth ounce; ofl of lavender, 
oil of rosemary, 15 drops each. Apply to 
the eyebroys with a tiny toothbrush once 
a day until the growth is sufficiently stim- 
ulated; then less often. 

This ointment may be used for the eye 
lashes also. In this case it should be care- 
fully applied. It will inflame the eyes if 
it gets into them.

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Degrees of Affinity 


and Consanguinity 


Marked as Impediments to Matrimony 
by the Church Canons. 


ECENTLY John and Mary Kaminski 
R of 1431 North Ninth street secured a 
license to wed. The priest was about 
to perform the ceremony when he discov- 
ered they were blood relations. 

Both have the same grandfather, but a 
different grandmother, as they are the chil- 
dren of half brothers. 

They are therefore related in the secon’ 
degree of consanguinity, which makes 
them first cousins. 

The accompanying chart shows the an- 
tecedents, N. being taken for example. In 
each circle shown how and in what 
manner relation is borne to N., 

On the direct line are the antecedents and 
the descendants, while the collateral line 
shows the various relationships. The ante- 
cedents or descendants might be traced in- 
definitely, but for convenience is shown only 
to the third degree of consanguinity. 

By following the chart the most compll- 
cated relationship may be unraveled. It 
will be seen sister and brother are in the 
first degree and their children first cousins 
in the second degree. Again, the children 
of the first cousins are second cousins, and 
the children of the second, third cousins. 

The relation of one person to another 
cannot always be described, save according 
to the degree of consanguinity. 

A case in point is the relation of a first 
cousin to the children of a first cousin. 
They are related in the second degree, bor- 
dering on the third. The percentage of 
biood reulates the tiles.

revealed, the contract of marriage 
between certain persons and in cer-" 
tain cases is null and void. 

Thus far Protestants are one with us, 
for they would not for a moment believe 
or hold, teach or sanction, that marriage 
between father and daughter or brother 
and sister was valid. 

The Catholic Church, however, maintains 
that she may institute Impediments (Coun- 
cll of Trent, 24, De Matrimonii, can. 4,) 
which nullify the contract of marriage. 

The principle on which this tenet rests is 
simply this: Marriage between baptized 
persons, according to the Catholic doctrine, 
is a sacrament, and therefore necessarily 
falls under ecclesiasical authority. 

And why should not this be so? The Btate 
has power to pronounce certain natural 
contracts, which are lawful in themselves 
null and void. Thus it may for the com- 
mon good nullify certain engagements con- 
tracted by minors or in jest. Why, there- 
fore, should not the church have power to 
interfere with the freedom of the marriage 
contract? 

The State, however, has no power to 
nullify marriage, since the sacrament of 
marriage does not fall under civil jurisdic- 
tion, but as the formalities of marriage af- 
fect the public good and order, ' the State 


may regulate them, e. g., provided that 
persons about to marry have a license. 


Impediments are of two kinds. They 
may render marriage merely unlawful or 
they may nullify it. Those that make it 
unlawful or illicit are time and ecclesias- 
tical prohibition. 


The time when marriages must not take 
place is between the first Sunday of Advent 
and Epiphany, or between Ash Wednesday 
and the Sunday following Easter. (Council 
of Trent, 24, De Reform Mater, Cap. 10.) 

And why this? Because it is the time for 
penance or purely spiritual joy, and con- 
sequently should not be spent in feasting 
or wordly joy. 

Ecclesiastical prohibition includes the un- 
ion of a Catholic with a baptized person, 
not a Catholic, which marriage is valid, but 
unless a special dispensation has been ob- 
tained, unlawful. Such contracts are for- 
bidden by the Council of Elvira (A. D. 306) 
and of Laodicea. The reason for this pro- 
hibition has always been the same, viz., 
the danger that the children will not be 
brought up in the Catholic faith. Mar- 
riage without previous proclamation of the 
bans is also forbidden. 

A simple vow of chastity, such as is made 
privately, an dalso a previous engagement 
to another person, unless the engagement 
has been lawfully anulled, by mutual con- 
sent, also constitute impediments of the 
same order. 

Imped'ments that render marriage null 
and vold are: Error and condition affect- 
ing the substance of the contract. Thus 
a man who goes through the form of mar- 
riage with one woman, mistaking her for 
another, really marries neither. If a per- 
son marries a slave unawares, the marriage 
is null. This impediment comes from the 
natural law. 

If A is or has been bethrothed to B, A 
cannot validly marry a third person re- 
lated in the first degree of kindred to B. 
He cannot marry B's mother, daughter or 
sister, 

Thus, without a dispensation, the mar- 
Tlage of a Catholic with a non-baptized 
person would be null and void. 

If one or more of the parties has been 
previously married, there must be a moral 
certainty that his or her previous partner 
is dead. 

Then there is the defect of age and clan- 
destinity. No one doubts that from the 
earliest times marriage, wherever it was 
possible, was contracted in the face of the 
church, and from ancient authors we know 
that marriages contracted otherwise were 
considered extremely disreputable. 

Consanguinity or the bond between per- 
sons descended from the same stock: By 
the law of nature, marriage ds prohibited 
and, indeed, a true marriage is impossible 
between persons related in the same de- 
gree of consanguinity. Many theologians 
hold that the law of nature nullifies mar- 
riage between all persons related in the di- 
rect line, namely, between grandparent 
and grandchild, and also in the collateral

This continues to the present day, and 
hence @ man cannot marry any woman 
from whom he is descended, or whom is 
descended from him, nor again any one 
who is related to him collaterally, cousin, 
second cousin, niece, grand niece and go on, 

as far as the fourth degree inclusive. 

Besides the real consanguinity the church 
also recognizes such relationships as are 
spiritual. 

Spiritual consanguinity is an impediment

' The work of investigating the ethnologti- 
eal researches of the coast of Maine was in- 
augurated by Maj. J. W. Powell, chief of 
the Bureau of Ethnology of the Smithso- 
nian, who has given it much of his personal 
attention It is now under the direct super- 
vision of Frank Hamilton Cushing, for 20 
Séars connected with the ‘Bureau of Eth- 
nology, whose etudy of Indian life has 
earned him a widespread reputation. Dis- 
cussing his work in Maine Mr. Cushing 
said: 

“At the beginning of the work several 

’ tations of shell heaps were explored, prin- 
cipally on the mainland at Tibbett’s Shore 
- apd near Babson’s Landing, at Brooklin 
| * and on Torrey's Islands, in Eggemoggin 
Reach. In al! were found scant evidences 
ES of permanent occupancy. Nearly every 
_ snc _explored showed evidence of mere 
|) temporary but often repeated occupancy, 
- evidently during the fishing and clam gath- 
' ering seasons, by Indians of the interior, 
undoubtedly, as judged by the art re- 
mains, and especially by the pottery found, 
'» the direct ancestors of the Abenaquis, 
» whose remains are now scattered in small 
| colonies about Maine. 3 
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‘The remains found in the places men- 
tioned dated from a period certainly not 
less than a thousand years down to the 
time of the French occupation 150 to 200 
years ago. The shell heaps were not deep 
or extensive, but in some were two strata, 
in the lowermost of which only prehistoric 
stone age remains were found, whereas 
near the surface deposits ffagments of 
French pipes, European hatchets, copper 
kettles, etc., occurred. 

“In none of the places on the mainland 
was there indication of a single permanent 
village or residence of the anctent Indians, 
consequently interments did not occur, On 
the larger of the two Torrey’'s Isiands 
somewhat different remains were found. 
Below the superficial strata was another, 
in which traces of two or three burials 
were found—one an almost perfect skele- 
ton, though very fragile, evidently that ofa 
woman. 

“The art objects found in connection 
with these remains differed somewhat from 
those of all other camps, and indicated, to 
my mind, a far earlier period and a dif- 
ferent people occupying the site. Among 
the art objects discovered in this connec- 
tion a greater similarity to Esquimau form 
of weapon and hunting gear could be seen, 
and the occurrence invariably of red paint 
in connection with the skeltons, and several 
other signs which have been observed and 
admirably recorded by Dr. Wilioughby of 
Peabody Museum, Cambridge, Mass., in 
connection with his somewhat extensive ex- 
plorations in the interior of Maine. I be- 
lieve the ancient camps which he explored 
and which very much resemble those here, 
are the traces of the earlier Beotuks, who 
were probably the predecessors of the Al- 
gonquin Indians of Maine, and poss:bly the 
aborignes of this coast and a limited in- 
terior. 

‘In the Hmited amount, of work I have 
done this summer I have explored only two 
points—in reality portions of one camp— 
on Campbell's Island, further around the 
end of Deer Isle than the other islands ex- 
plored. But, although some 2000 or 3000 
relics were found in the first two summers, 
nearly an equal number has already been 
found in the last few weeks in this one 
ancient station, 

“What is entirely new in relation to this 
is that it was undoubtedly a permanent 
camp, or village, and there is evidence that 
as such it was occupied at two different 
and quite widely separated periods—one 
prehistoric and of quite remote time, the 
other coming down to the earliest period 
of French exploration. 

“The evidence that this was at both 
times a permanent settlement may be 
found in the fact that not only were there 
evidences of several interments, but there 
was a far larger number of ceremonial 
appliances. The same thing is shown by 


the tools, among which were several ice 
Picks, or chisels, of both stone and horn, 
which indicate that the people passed the 
winter here and used the chisels in cut- 
ting through the ice on Eggemoggin Reach 
and the little tidal river that inclosed 
their island home. 

“In the older of the two strata on this 
island—strata that are in most cases s0 
merged as to be almost indistinguishable 
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and burials fn later atrata proved of much 
more interest. 

“One skeleton was discovered, buried 
prone, after the fashion of the whites, and 
lingering about the upper part of the skel- 
eton were plates of iron or steel, very 
much rusted, covering the breast and part 
of the head in such wise as to indicate 
that the person there buried—whether 
Frenchman or Indian—was buried in ar-

In the civil war Gen. Hobson was a Brig- 
adier of United States Vélunteers and he 
was captured at Cynthiana, Ky., by his old 
comrade in the Mexican war, Gen. John H. 
Morgan. Later, when Morgan was making 
his famous raid in Ohio, Hobson captured 
him. »- He has been president of the Mexi- 
can Veterans for several years and during 
the State reunion here two years ago ho 
visited Ashland, formerly the home of Hen- 
ry Clay. It is owned by Maj. Henry Clay 
McDowell, whose wife is the posthumous 
child of Col. Henry Clay. He had been 
married but a few months when he volun- 
teered his services to his country. 


During his stay Gen. Hobson made a 
beautiful and touching speech to the as- 
sembled veterans and their friends. He de- 
scribed the glorious courage of the father 
of the now white-haired hady who stood by 
his side, Mrs. McDowell, and he told in im- 
passioned speech how he had led his regi- 
mont, after the fall of McKee, and how by 
his bravery the great victory had been 
made possible. When he had finished there 
was not a dry eye in the assemblage. Gen! 
Hobson is now 79 years old and lives at 
Greensburg, Ky. 

One of the oldest Iiving veterans of this 
war is Gen. Cassius M. Clay, who is §7, 
and who Hves at Whitehall, Madison 
County. He was a captain of volunteers 
and in the Civil War he became a briga- 
dier-general, but was soon transferred to 
the court of St. Petersburg, where he was 
the American Ambassador. He is in fairl¥ 
good health, but his eyesight has failed 
and he cannot see well enough to read. 


Maj. Alexander Williamson of this city, 
who is the corresponding secretary of the 
Mexican Veteran Association, is another 
very old man. He is 83 and almost blind, 
and has to be led about the gtreets. He is 
&o feeble that he has offered his resigna- 
tlon as secretary to Gen. Hobson, but the 
latter has not accepted it. Maj. Willlam- 
son was a well-known song writer for many 
years after the war and he served in the 
Civil War as a secret agent of the Confed- 
eracy and had many narrow escapes. 

The famous criminal lawyer, Capt. Phil 
B. Thompson, 8r., of Harrodsburg, is an- 
other survivor of the Mexican War. He is 
79 years old, and was also a distinguished 
soldier in the Confederate army. He is 
the father of ex-Congressman Phil B. 
Thompson, Jr., who is now one of the lead- 
ing lawyers of ington City. He cre 


ated much talk. o years ago by marry- 
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ing the divorced wife of Dr. Davis of 
Woodford County, who had been sent to 
the penitentiary for life for poisoning his 
father-in-law, on whose life he had taken 
out a heavy policy a few months earlier. 
Capt. Thompson defended Davis, and 
brought the suit for divorce filed by Mrs. 
Davis. He is now one of the most ective 
workers in the anti-Goebel movement, and 
was temporary chairman of the anti-Goe- 
bel State Convention, which met here two 
weeks ago. 

Another famous character who was a sol. 
dier in the Mexican war is Dr. Charles E. 
Mooney of this city. He served in Cassius 


M. Clay’s company, and was noted for his 
bravery and his ability to get on with the 
Mexicans, He was a great dancer, and 
captivated the Mexicans by his many new 
steps, After the war he became a printer, 
then a reporter on the old Louisville Jour- 
nal, under the famous editor, George D. 
Prentis. 

While working in this capacity Dr. 
Mooney came near being lynched during the 
anti-Catholic riots which raged in Louts- 
ville. He quit journalism after his narrow 
escape from hanging and came to Lexing- 
ton, where he has ained ever since save 
when he was on the road as an actor. He 


has been engaged {n many occupations, but 
he is now too feeble to work. He is the 
man who for years claimed to be the ug- 
liest person in Lexington, “@d he boasts 
that he has taken more drinks of whisky 
than any other man that lives. He has 
averaged 2 drinks a day for the past # 
years, and was never drunk.

WHEN PUCK WAS IN ST.LOUIS. 
By Sidney Rosenfeld, the First Editor. 


UCK, the comic weekly, was first pub- 
Pp lished in the old bullding which now 
stands at the northwest corner of 
Seventh and Pine streets, St. Louls. It was 
then printed in German. Sidney Rosenfeld, 
who was the first editor of Puck after It 
was revived in New York by Keppler and 
Schwartzman, tells some interesting stories 
of the early struggles of that publication.

“I first met Joe Keppler when we were 
working together on Frank Leslies’, he as 
a lithographer in the art department and I 
as a hack writer.

The Great Norwegian’s Comment on the Mis- 
carriage of Justice Contained in an Open 
Letter That Is Filled With Invective. 


Bjornstjerne Bjornson, the Norwegian writer, ad-

Some people mistakenly connect with the 
abuve word the term ‘“‘¥elschoens,”’ and 
spell this, which stands .for farmer-made 
ekin shoes—which are osily one degree re- 
moved from our mocéasins— -with an ad- 
ded “‘dt,”” under the impression that the 
word means shoes for the veldt. 

A word as to pronounciation, As re- 
marked, the ‘‘Boer taal’ is not the ‘‘Neder- 
Jansche” of to-day, but a patois, the body 
of which consists of archaic Dutch of the 
seventeenth century, eked out by adapta- 
tions from French, Spanish, Malay, and 
gome native words. The vowed’ sounds are 
fn French or the Latin of the schools. But 
in many instances the ‘“‘a” is “ah,”’ so 
long drawn out that it ought properly be 
written ‘‘aa’’ to express the draw}, which 
a Boer always uses in:that word. This 
also appears in the word ‘‘kweate,”” immor- 
talized by Oom Pow) when he described the 
great Queen as “eene kweale vrouw.” Pun- 
dits in three continents ran their heads 
against the phrase—mostly in vain—for it 
was used as a term of respectful. awe. In 
{ts archaic, and threfore Krugerian, sense 
it is the explicit equivalent of ‘‘dyead lady.” 

Of the consonants only two need be men- 
tioned—‘‘k”’ and ‘‘g.’’ The first, when a ter- 
minal, has the sound of “ck,” and we 
often therefore so spell it. The “g’’ is.a 
guttural so vibrant as to have no represen- 
tative equivalent in English’ lettering— 
even ‘ch’ (Scotch) in “loch” hardly 
reaches it as uttered by a plainsman; ‘‘kh,” 


- deep in the throat, might convey the idea. 


The proper name “George,’’ as used by 
them, has precisely the sound of a _ vio- 
lent effort to remove a bit of tough phlegm 
from one’s throat. 

“Lit is one of the most puzzling sylla- 
bles for the Anglo-Saxon reader to master; 
@ favorite pronunciation is ‘‘weet.’’ Its 
sound in a Transvaaler’s mouth jis exactly 
@s we say ‘8’ in English, e. g.,‘‘uitlanders.” 
“eight-landers.” Even in South Africa it- 
eélif the Saxon tongue boggles at this ‘‘ult,”’ 
and for “spruit,” a brook or streamlet, 
most of them say ‘“‘sproot;’ nevertheless, 
the Boers always pronounce is ‘‘spr-8.”’ 


' Some physical features of landscape like- 
ly to be presented to their readers by the 
hewspaper writers in ‘‘taal’ words, are 
Shown in the following commentary: 
“Rand, " any long, rolling hill; range is a

“kop”—we come down the grassy, rock- 
Strewn “hoogte,” or braeside, and find our- 
eeives in Laing’s Nek. “Nek’’ means the 
Peunded hollow of the dip between any two 
peaks of a _mountain chain. But do not

make the error of confounding the “rek’’ 
with the ‘“‘pass."’ Laing’s Nek is a pass, be- 
cause the road goes over it, but the; 
*“‘neks’’ which are not passes. 

If, however, we were upon a mountain 
which offered us no easy “‘hoogte”’ to de. 
scend by, we should have to ecrarm:die down 
some narrow and rugged ‘“‘kloof.”” A kloof 
is precisely what in America we call a 
canyon, and, as with the word canyon, so 
also the word kloof may with equal pro- 
priety be applied to a deep narrow cut [n 
a plain, or a level, narrow pass in rocky 
country, as toa rift (or ascending valley) in 
a mountain side. Thus the worl] specific. 
ally means quite other than ‘a hollow be- 
tween two hil’s,’’ ae some iil-tnformed Lus- 
ton writer has explained it lately. 

As we scramble down the windings of our 
“‘kloof’’ we may come in sight cf the 
‘‘krantz’’ of some beetling kop above vs, 
‘Krantz is the ring of abrupt cliff which 
“wreathes’’ the brow of the charavteristioc 
‘‘kop”’ of South Africa. Rens>S4rg'’s kop on 
the road over Quathlamba from Natal to 
Harrismith, in the Free,Sta:e (and which 
will most probably figure in the account of 
some fight soon), is a good example of a 
partly ‘“krantzed’’ kop. The perfect 
krantzes, however, are in Basutoland. 

The kloof we have been threading will in- 
variably lead us to a “spruit.’’ And that 
most likely will run into a ‘‘viey,’’ the re- 
ciplent of, a dozen or two more spruljies 
from the hills. “‘Vieys,’’ when near the 
mountains, are usually large, shallow, 
marshy. collections of the drainage, be- 
spread liberally with great patches of tall 
reeds and strong rushés, and these are the 
sources of the rivers. 


We find that the large streams issuing out 
of. ‘‘vieys’’. cohtinue to bear the names of 
their sources, until the ‘branch joins with 
another and loses its identity. As “New 
Year’s viey”’ -(a strong stream), ‘Van 
Wyck’'s vicy,’’-and others. Indeed Lienberg’s 
vley runs for more than a hundred miles 
under that appellation before its identity 
is lost by joining the Wilge River. There 
are ‘“‘vleys’’ on the plains, also, more or 
less true marshes, having no outflow. A 
“pan’’: again differs from a vliey in that, 
though aleo a depréssion in the plain, catch- 
ing the drainage of an area, but having no 
outflow—it must have a hard bottom. 

A “laagte’’ again is different, and is one 
of the distinctive formations of South Af- 
rica, due to the clear-cut distinction be- 
tween the dry and wet seasons. A laagte 
is properly a wide and comparatively shal- 
low depression, dropping suddenly from 
the prevailing country level. It is usually 
full of pitfalls, and woe betide’the foreign 
General who shall try to push cavalry or 
big guns across in the face of ‘‘farmers’’ o0c- 
cupying the opposite “‘bult.”” The bottom 
land is, when dry, a well-grassed turf of 
rich mold, no one can say how deep— 
often ‘two miles or more wide, and run- 
ning 20 to 30 miles—mostly level as a bDil- 
liard board, but with a gentle tilt sufficient 
to let the water run. Elandslaagte is a 
good example. These flat bottoms are 
dotted all over with deep water-pits (‘‘cy 
fer-gaten’’), often almost hidden from the 
incautious horseman by the long grass; 
these swarm with fish,, although they are 
totally disconnected from each other, and 
may be miles from any river. During the 
wet season, however, the floor of a laagte 
will become a gently flowing sheet of shal- 
low rain water, and through this medium 
the fish of the river, with which the laagte 
finally connects, will slither along over the 
grass to and from these curious cyfer- 
gaten, 

The appointments of the great South Af- 
rican ox wagon are sure to be referred to. 
Of these, the great freighters (the ‘‘bok- 
wagen’’) run to as much as 20 feet long 
by 17 between the wheels, and are drawn 
by 14, 16 or 18 bullocks, ‘‘spanned”’ in pairs. 

“Inspanning”’ and ‘‘outspanning’’ are the 
acts of hitching up and loosing these ani- 
mals from the yoke. Each ox is harnessed 
thus: After the span have been ‘‘reimed” 
and ranged along the “‘touw,’’ the end of a 
yoko is laid upon the animal’s neck, and 


as there are two stout pieces of wood thrust |“

through holes in the end of the yoke these 
clip his neck in a fork. They are the 
“yokeskeys.” A short twisted coupler of 
rawhide (called the ‘“‘strop’’) connects up 
the under ends of the “‘keys,” and then it is 
a clever beast who can wriggle out of that 
simple device. The “‘reims’’ with which the 
oxen have been caught are around their 
horns, and as each pair are “yoked” the 
operator seizes their two reims, and, allow- 
ing a.play of about three feet to the right- 
hand ox, lays up ..the slack, criss-cross, 
around the horns of the other; and there 
you have the entire harness of the ‘‘treck- 
osa.”” These “‘reims’’ are inch-wide strips 
of rawhide, slightly softened.by twisting, 
and rur from seven to ten feet in length. 
They are very strong. 

The ‘‘yokes’’ are fastened along a care- 
fully laid-up cabie of rawhide strands, 
which is called the ‘“‘treck-touw’’—we beg tc 
repeat that the sound of this word war- 
rants the ‘“‘ek’’ instead of the conventional 
**k’’—but sometimes a European-made chain 
is used instead of the native touw, and then 
the Boer will speak of it as his treck 
“keteng.”” A chain is not a “‘touw,’ let 
Boston note. 


Each pair of oxen are given a clear nine 
feet of touw; and as the ‘“dissel-boom” 
(wagon pole) of stout “‘ironwood,” or ‘‘as- 
sagai,’’ wild pear,’’ or ‘‘sneeze wood,” {s

c.ass ‘‘bok-wa,’’ streams out at least 80 
feet from where the driver sits upon the

“‘voor-looper,” leading the front pair by | 
their reims, which he has so hitched in a 
loop that he can hold it and walk before 
them, out of horns’ reach. Then, ‘“Hawt- 
yeh!” yells the driver, with a smack of his 
whip as loud as a rifle-shot, and the great 
freighter beg'!ns its steady crawl. 

One more word: Should an exceptionally 
heavy piece of road develop, or an ox prove 
more than. usuaily recalcitrant, the ‘‘Achter- 
oss-SjJambok’’ (shambok) is pulled out. This 
is a strip of rhinoceros or hippopotamus 
hide an inch to one and a half inches square 
in its native condition, but roughly tapered 
for flagellatory purposes, and from four to 
six feet in length. The very sight of this 
implement puts much power into the back- 
bones of every weil-trained and intelligent 
bullock, for a strong hand can lay open 
his ribs with it, be his hide ever so thick 
and case-hardened.

SWAZIS 


HELP KRUGER? 


T REMAINS to be seen whether the 
Boers in the war now declared in the 

Transvaal are to have the help of the 
Kaffirs of Swaziland, one of the important 
colonies of South Africa, and until very 
recently in close touch with the English. In 
1884 the English guaranteed the people 
their independence, under the control of 
their own chief or king by a treaty with 
the Transvaal Republic. The Swazis have 
been allies of England for many years, 
even to the extent in times of war of fight- 
ing opposing factions of their own people. 
Their king, whose portrait accompanies 
this paper, is a savage, incapable of gov- 
ernment in time of peace, but ready and 
willing to fight enemies with the cruelty 
and relentlessness of his flerce and war- 
like race. No more savage people exist 
than these Swazis, who are akin to the 
Zulus, but natural enemies of that race. 


Swaziland encloses a large triangular 
tract of low land lying between the mouth 
of the Cunene River on the west and Zam- 
besi on the east, and has an estimated 
area of 1,200,000 square miles of treritory, 
and is at present under the protectorate of 
the Transvaal Republic. King Buno, their 
head chief, gave out so many concessions 
to Europeans and Boer adventurers that 
much of the valuable mineral land of the 
coiony has been taken up by those people, 
who worked only for personal interests and 
not at all for the good of the country. 


Bremersdorp, in Swaziland, has a popula- 


tion of {0 white people, and enjoys the 
distinction of a gentieman’s club, a good 
hotel and many American visitors, some 
of them transient residents, who, in the 
course of a few years, make fortunes, busi- 
ness opportunities for acquiring wealth be- 


‘ing at a maximum and living expenses at 


a minimum. The people there are jolly 
good fellows, and the law is respected bet- 
ter than in any other section of South Af- 
rica. This fact is partly owing to the 
salutary presence of Charles E. Meintjes, 


the State's attorney, the man whom the 
Swazis fear more than Oom Paul, and 
whd is a leading factor in all political 
movements, and greatly respected by King 
Buno, the head chief of the Swazis. This 
Kaffig savage is always to be propitiated 
into granting a concession by a basket of 
champagne or a cask of rum. Although 
in recetpt of $5,000 monthly during his life, 
the “king’’ pays out no money if a con- 
cession will be received as equivalent, and 
las these concessions are valuable they are 
often preferred.

When a Kaffir of Zulu 
returns from war he is expeted to bring 
his assegai with him and lay it before his 
dwelling to show his people that the enemy 
could not take it from him. It will be

T BOPR to-day ig not the man he

was in 1881. If it comes to fighting, 

this will be speedily apparent. Cir- 
cumstances have changed him mightily. 
A new generation has sprung up, and the 
evolution of degeneracy is even more 
marked in the young Boer than it was in 
his father. At Majuba our opponents were 
sturdy men, poor, hungry, ill-clad, ill-fed 
and good marksmen to a man. It is very 
different to-day. The causes are simple 


enough. 

The Boer of 19 years ago eked out a bare 
living from hand to mouth. He had to 
“shoot for the pot.”” The daily food of his 
family depended upon the game he shot. 
He was a home-kKeeping, sober man of 
strictly religious principles, according to 
his lights, and knew nothing of the ways 
of the Uitlander. 

The son of this hardy ptoneer has had 
a totally different up-bringing. Thirteen 
years ago he began the great rush to the 
Witwatersrand gold fields. Thousands of 
strangers poured into the country, bring- 
ing with them money, custome and lux- 
uries which had hitherto been unknown. 
Many Boer families sold their farms, or 
options thereon, for th ousands of pounds. 
Their sons earned money as ‘‘kurveyors,” 
or transport riders. There was no longer 
any necessity to shoot for the dally food. 
A certain number of Inefficient schools were 
established. The Ulitiander brought with 
him all manner of vices, which the idle 
young Boer was only too ready to 4assim- 
llate. He rejected the advice of the 
“predikant,” or pastor. The towns, now 
rapidly epringing up on the goki fields, 
attracted and repelled him. He drank 
“squareface” or “‘dop”’ in place of coffee. 
He learned what a hotel was, what a 
staircase looked like, and what a music 
hall meant. 


In Pretoria came an increasing demand 
for sons of the country to take up gdvern- 
ment positions, and if a young Boer could 


: 


only read and write an appointment was | 
his at a salary which meant to him riches 
beyond the dreams of avarice. Then, again, 
in Pretoria, he had money offered him at 
every turn There were contracts to be 
made, “‘jobs’’ to be done, concessions to be 
obtained, votes to be influenced. Bribery 
and corruption were blatant and ever 
present. The Uitlander was only too ready 
to be fleeced. What did the young Boer 
want? Was it a gold watch or a four- 
wheeled spider, or hig hotel bill for a 
month? Certainly! Here's a check! In re- 
turn a little favor. A concession, of course, 
And so the ball rolled on. 


A very important element which {fs often 
Overlooked, has tended much more than is 
generally supposed to one side of the pres- 
ent Boer nature. This is the constant in- 
tercourse with natives, and the consequent 
assimilction of some Kaffir characteristics, 
Thero was no intermarriage, of course, but 
during the treks, often lasting from two 
to ten years, when the hardy Boer pion- 
eers, with womenkind and children, pluck- 
ily ventured to the unknown north, they 
wer6é accompanied by slaves, probably 
Hottentots and Bushmen, who became, in 
& way, companions at any rate to the chil- 
dren, who naturally picked up many of 
their ways. Now a. prominent character- 
istic of all African races is a subtle diplo- 
macy of language, largely assisted by 
similes drawn from the surroundings of 
daily life. A Kaffir will rarely, if ever, 
fay yes or no to a direct question. | He 
will equivocate, e¢ircumlocute, and‘ do 
everything except lfe outright. He is vast- 
ly pleased if he thinks he has deceived you, 
even if only verbally. The Boer is much the 
same, and the highest compliment one can 
pay him ts to call him “slim” or cunning. 
Gen. Joubert’s nickname is “Slim Piet,”’ 
and he is proud of it. The Boer and Kaffir 
methods of diplomacy are very similar. 


To turn to avother side of the Boer char. 
acter. The Voortrekker was a true adven- 
turer, as understood in the strictly Eliza- 
bethan sense, Time and again during the 
past two hundred years he had to set forth 
into the unknown, fighting the Kaffirs, 
shooting for his bare existence, living al- 
most the life of a savage for years at a 
time, and eventually settling down in gome 
remote spot where he is absolutely isolated 
from his fellow-beings. To this day a Boer 
feels unhappy and crowded if from any 
part of his ten or twelve thousand acre 
farm he can see the smoke from any neigh- 
bor’s chimney. Nothing less than magnifi- 
cent distance pleases him. He feels un- 
safe in a town and ill at @ase even in «a 
village. The towns-people are one and all 
rogues, thieves and verneukers (swindlers) 
is a preconceived and ineradicable notion, 
which, truth to tell, is only too often veri- 
fied. 


There is a story, which is amply true, 
that an Englishman shooting with @ Boer. 
having his cartridge belt filled up, asked 
Oom Dantje why he only took three car- 
tridges with him. The Boer gaid he only 
meant to bring home three buck. He got 
his three buck sure enough, and the En- 
giishman got nothing. However, that was 
the older generation. The shooting of the 
younger is by no means s0 good to-day, as 
is shown by the wappenschouwings or rifle 
contests, which are held in the country 
dorps or villages, and at which Boers and 
rooineks (Englishmen) meet tn more or less 
friendly fashion. The old Boer could un- 
erringly hit @ buck, running, at 700 yards. 
The young Boer is not much good at a bot- 
tle at 2) or BO yards. Of course, there 
are exceptions, but they are few. 

Current news shows us that the Boer 
retains his extraordinary power of rapidly 
mobilizing over a iarge, scattered and 
sparsely-populated district; but, on the 
other hand, It is certain that his shooting 
has materially deteriorated, and that his 
waste of ammunition. is ridiculous,

OME good stories come from the tows 
S Jolo, or Sulu, our newest’ possession 
in the Orient. Five, hundred Amer 
ican soldiers are stationed there, but they 
have little to do except to watch for the 
mail steamer to come in, and wonder Wf it 
will arrive on Monday of this week of 
Thursday of next.

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TERRIBLE RITES ACCOMPANY THE TRIBAL 
INTIATION’ OF AUSTRALIAN BUSHMEN'S BOYS. 


The Ceremonies Accompany- 
ing the Induction of an 
Adolescent Described 
in Detail. 


Lillen, explorers, have returned from 

Central Australia with material for 
® book upon people never before visited by 
White men. 

These Central Australians have totems, 
like the Alaskan Indians. Every native ts 
born Into the clan whose totem is the sun, 
the moon, the east wind, the bear, the Kari- 
kdri tree. 

The young savage’s totem and clan are 
not necessarily the same as those of his 
father. Before sharing the full fellowship 
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of his trfbe he must pass through revolting 


initiation ceremonies. 

When a candidate is to be Initiated blood 
is obtained; by cutting his arm, and with 
this blood as a paste a downy veil is fixed 
to his skin. Upon the heads of the chief 
Pperformerg are curious structures called 
churingia. Should one of these fall off 
during a ceremony it is an omen of very 
bad import. These churingia are kept in 


the totem house and no woman or unitiated 


man is permitted to look upon them. 

It may seem strange that there should 
be in Central Australia a people practically 
unknown, But the interior of the Austral- 


fan Continent {fs protected from white ex- 
lack of 


Plorers by the terrible heat and 
water, which make the whole region prac- 
tically impassable to whites, though one 


telegraph line has been driven through the 


desert. 

The bushmen, too, avoid by a kind of in- 
Stinct the white men, from whom 
fellows have acquired nothing but consump- 
tion, drunkenness and early extinction. And 
the task of following them to their homes 
in the bush is one of toil, hardship and 
danger. 

Dr. G. Stanley Hall, in a paper read at 
the National Congress of Mothers, gave 
this account of the formal Initiation of a 
youth among a number of Australian tribes 
called Burbung or Bora: 

“In an opening in the woods, a round 
cleared space of 80 to % feet in diameter 


is marked by a groove in the soil. In the 
center is a short pole, to the top of which 
bushes and emu feathers are tied. From 


this circle a track about four feet wide runs 
several yards into brush and, scrub. First 
beside this path is a hole, three feet by 
eighteen inches, to represent the place where 
a girl nfust sit during her first menstrua- 
tion. A few yards further is a human 
figure afd an emu life-size cut in the ground. 
Next c@me two spiral strips cut into a 
tree, and other zigzags to represent light- 
then a fire which is kept burning 


21 feet long, the dent 
of-whose fist in the ground where he fell 
is alWays made beside his figure by pud- 
dling clay. ‘This figure represents Baiamal, 
who slew Dhurmoolan, 


and traditions of the community, that they 
might take part in councils and do all the 
duties of tribesmen.. 

“wach boy, it was said, he cut up, burned, 
fovmed.the ashes to human. shape and re- 
stored to life, except one.upper front tooth, 
which hg kept, and.the loss of which was a 
sign of initiation. It was found out, how- 
that he bit out the tooth and often 


devoured a. boy. So, after kiHing him,

and moon cut large through the bark to the 
white; an immense fabulous snake-like 
monster, 59. feet long, four little mounds of 
earth making a square, with native weap- 
ons stuck in them for decoration, and be- 
tween these four seats made of saplings dug 
up and their roots formed to a seat stained 
with human blood, and their stems in- 
verted in the ground, while turtles, iguanas 


their 
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“Frightfully painted old men advance upon the candidate as if to devour him,” 


and fish, pointed up and down, carved on 
tree trunks with other mystic lines and pat- 
terns, complete the scenes for this long 
walk, which is terminated by a screen of 
boughs. 

‘Early in the spring two messengers are 
sent to invite the neighboring tribes. They 
carry kilts and bull-roarers, arrive at the 
camp about sundown, when-the men come 
home. A council is held, at which the invi- 
tation is presented and discussed, and word 
sent to the next camp. They all muster so 
4s to arrive on the prepared ground to- 
gether and are ceremonially received in the 
circle, sometimes two or three weeks being 
spent before the arrival of the Jast contin- 
gent. There is much marching, stamping on 
and beating the ground with resonant pan- 
damelon skins and other performances for 
several days. Finally all assemble, the 
men painted in full savage regalia, tramp- 
ing and waving their arms or dancing a 
corroboree, and the women. throwing leaves 
at them. Sometimes the men represent dogs 
running after each other, kangaroos or par- 
ody an emu hunt, and the wizards perform 
their mummeries. Recent initiates are 
taken over the walk, and all the devices of 
the sacred ground, where they had been in- 
ducted the year before, are fully explained 
to them. During the night bull-roarers are 
sounded, and the boys are told that the 
dreadful Dhurmoolan is coming for them 
the next morning. 

“At dawn all assemble in the circle, each 
tribe distinct, the boys toa be initiated naked, 
each with his sister near by and her hus- 
band, who acts as the boy’s guardian dur- 
ing the ceremony. The two latter paint 
each boy all over with red ochre, put pipe 
marks on his breast, swan feathers in his 
hair, and gird him with a band of four 
kilts depending, representing a man’s dress, 
and his head is bound with two bands. The 
headsman then shouts, ‘He is coming; lie 
down.’ All the women and boys are then 
securely covered with blankets, and men 
stay to watch that they do not see. A group 
of men advance from the sacred path, peat- 


ing the ground with sonorous pleces of 
bark, tramp around, sound the bull-roarer, 
and with a great noise throw brands near 
the women and children to make them 
think Dhurmoolan tried to burn them. Each 
guardian then catches his boy under the 
arm and leads him along the path, all the 
men following with a terriffic din. They 
are then taken a few miles away, seated 
atid given advice on the conduct of life and 
on the coming ceremony, when the plank- 
ets are removed from their heads. 

‘“‘Here they are kept two or three days, 
watched and taught, and join the men for 
the first time in hunting. Mvery night the 
men steal off and make a great noise, pre- 
tending to drive off the giant who seeks to 
burn the boys. Meanwhile those in camp 
form a yard shaped like a horseshoe and 
thickly walled with boughs, and here on a 
platform opposite the opening they await 
them. When they arrive each boy gets on 
the shoulders of his guardian, and the sis- 
ters or mothers spurt pipe-clay into their 
faces. After a night here four days more 
are spent in the brush, and they are still 
further instructed in the triba)] ordinances, 
and taught songs and dances which women 
and the uninitfated never know, and which 
it is unlawful to hear or teach elsewhere. 

‘“‘Each boy is given a new name, known 
only to the Initiated, and each animal is 
given a secret name, and there are many 
ceremonials and sham fights, pantomimes 
and trick magic, leaping on the “(four 
mounds, running among the inverted roots 
or saplings above described, shouting the 
names of other bora grounds, squatting In 
black paint and with horrid grimaces, long 
and silent gazing at the feet, tableaux often 
disgustingly obscene, songs and dancing, 
during all of which the boys are not al- 
lowed to question or speak, and thus by 
these and other devices are well seasoned to 
fear. 

“‘At the last afternoon ¢Me boys’ heda“s are 
again covered with blankets and a big fire 
is kindled where they are told they are 
likely to be burned. Then the blanket is

taken off, and the boys are.shown the men 
with bull-roarers, fumigated, informed that 
Dhurmoolan is only they, and his story is 
told, the rites explained and death threat- 
ened for any revelation of What they have 
learned. (They are told that when they 
marry it must be according to the totem 
laws, which are explained. All the symbols 
of every object beside the path and the 
rites are explained. Formeriy human or- 
dure was eaten, a tooth extracted and the 
hair cut. 

‘‘The ceremonies differ tn detail among 
different tribes. In one form of the cere- 
mony the novitiates, when taken away 
from their mothers and relatives, are made 
to believe that the giant has slain them 
all, while mothers ioudly lament that the 
young girls may think the boys are all 
slain. Fhe boys are initiated into many 
forms of gross obscenity. Instead of a 
blanket over his head, the novice may have 
to sit and walk all day with his head and 
eyes bent down so low that he faints on 


-being allowed to straighten up after dark. 


In the bush the boy may be required to go 
off and sustain himself by hunting alone. 
The mode of death threatened for revealing 
what is seen or heard, or of speaking of 
or letting women know of the bull-roarer, 
differs, as does the mode of impressing 

form and meaning of the figures cut In ” 
trees or on the ground. If a tooth Is re- 
moved the boy’s feet are confined to a 
hole in the ground. Their hair may be 
singed and their bodies painted white, so 
that their mothers cannot recognize them. 
The animal dances vary, and the camp 
is often daily split into small groups. There 
is a wide field of exceeding difficulty yet 
to be explored before it can be known just 
what the novices are taught and what is 
the esoteric significance of these mysteries. 
Great precautions are taken that none but 
the initiated shall ever penetrate them. 
Many ceremonies are according to a min- 
utely prescribed ritual, and on the other 
hand the programme is often made up anew 

each night for the next day,’ 
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THE NEGRO HAS REASON TO HATETHE WHITE MAN

dium height, stooped, with thin, dark whiskers and 
a slight musteche, both sprinkled with gray.

He has 
traveled..extensively and has written a book on 
the condition of bis race, In bis sermon last Sun- 
day he dec layed tnat ‘*the negro has reason to hate 
the whfte man.’’ Coucerning this statement and 
oifer mattets he sald to the Sunday Post-Dispatch:

éé AMARTINE said: ‘The F¥rench 

3 ‘may hate the English, but they 

cannot despise them.’ In like 

mathner the negro may hate the white man 

—and heehas reason for hating him—but he 

cannot despise him. The white man is too 

energetic, too powerful, has accomplished 

tod much and has too many qualities 

which command our respect to be a sub- 
ject of ‘contempt. 

“The megro has reason to hate the white 
man because of injustice toward him and 
oppression of him. See how the negro is 
ehut out of. all kinds of employment by 
trades unions! He is not given a_ (fair 
chanee to make a living. Economic injus- 
tice is added to social ostracism. 

“Ah, po!. There is no difference, as far 
as that‘is concerned, btween the North and 
the South. In fact, the negro has a better 
chance .of employment in Atlanta than he 
has in Bo#ton. 

“They never shoot the negro in the South 
simply because he wants to work, as they 
do in Illinots. 

‘But trades unionism is growing in the 
Gouth and narrowing the chances of the 
negro for self-support. The sad thing about 
it is that trades untonism ts carried on 
with the sanction of the churches, The M. 
}%. Church pretends to ignore the coior line 
in the South, but it is all a pretense. They 
have a few ‘Jim Crow’ Conferences down 
there, fv Which there are no white men, 
» Conferences in which there are 
olore: imen. In this respect they do not 
nthe: M. E. Church South, 
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BUT MUST NOT DESPISE HIM.

vision between the white race and 
black race widening or narrowing?’ 
“That is a great question. I have writ- 
ten a book on the subject. It cannot be 
ccndensed into a few sentences. This is a 
day of big things, when the individual man, 


the weak enterprise or the small race 
stands no show whatever. John Wana- 
maker, by extending his business, has 


driven a thousand small tradesmen out of 
business, This process is going on among 
nations as well us in the commercial 
world. This is the white man’s day, and 
he is powerful, progressive and determined 
to put down everything that stands in the 
way of his ambitions. The negro is a weak 
race and no match for the white man in 
the struggle for supremacy. 

“Look at England now, gettirg ready to 
wipe out the Boers and seize their country. 
She ought to wipe them out. The Boers 
are a little handful of rough tyrants, who 
have been oppressing the negroes of South 
Africa for years. Now Bngland will wipe 
them out and set up a government that will 
be more just to the South African negro. 

“The attitude of the English toward the 
dark-skinned races is much better than 
that of the American people, and therefore 
the English have always gotten on much 
better with them in India, Burmah, Africa 
and elsewhere than the whites of the 
United States. 

“Here prejudice controls the relations be- 
tween the races, while in England there is 
no such prejudice. Here if a man is a 
negro, that fixes his status, regardiess of 
his character, learning, wealth or anything 
éise, and he is put down and must stay 
down. 

“No ethnic principle whatever is in- 
volved. There is prejudice, and ony 


the else, and I cannot see that it is becoming 


any less. 

“The question of negro emigration I con- 
sider folly. Where wouid he emigrate in 
order to escape the white man? The Cau- 
casian will soon have the whole of Africa 
in his possession. It would do the negro 
ro good to go thers, as has been suggested 
so often. Even now the negro State of 
Liberia is overrun by Germans, and the 
very existence of the black government is 
threatened by their presence. The negro is 
better off in the United States than he ts 
or would be in Africa. 

“Bishop Turner, the senior Bishop of our 
church, is always abusing our people and 
urging the emigration of the negro race. 
I tell him he ought to be put on a vessel 
and sent to the remotest part of the earth 
for giving such advice. The negro must 
stay in this country, where Providence has 
placed him; be patient, get more know.edge, 
make money, absorb the civilization of the 
dominant race and await his day, which 
will come by and by. Good will come of 
it all afcer a while. The white man may 
not mean it for good, but God will over- 
rule his purposes and justice wiil be done 
the negro some day. 

‘The Indian could not receive the civiliza- 
tion of the white man, and he is dieappear- 
ing from the earth. The negro is very sus. 
ceptible to the forces of civilization, hoW- 
ever, and capable of absorbing them. | 
have seen the Engiish negro, the French 
negro and the Dutch negro. The English 
negro is an Englishman, the French negro 
is a French negro and the Dutch negro is 
a Dutchman. In spite of its hardships, 
siavery trought lis benefits to the Amer!- 
can negro, and the present stute of things 
will have a happy issuc in course of time. 


“Lynching in the South does not put an 
end to the crime for which it is intended. 
A bad class of young negroes have grown 
up around Southern cities. They have no 
education, no opening for work, and they 
fall. into vicious habits. If they were given 
a chance to work the evil complained of 
would cease, to a great extent. Education 
has improved the Southern negro consider- 


ably. Did you ever hear of a college 
graduate being lynched down there? 
“Booker T. Washington advises the 


Southern negro to vote the Democratic 
ticket, and thus curry favor with his white 
neighbors. 

“With this suggestion I heartily agree. I 

have often said that if I lived in the South 
I would vote the Democratic ticket, on the 
ground that it was best for me and for my 
people. The white man votes as his inter- 
e@s dictate. Why should not the negro? 
' “This talk about ‘loyalty’ to the Repub- 
lican party is all bosh. It has used us to 
serve its own purposes, and it has no fur- 
ther use for us. The negro should be tied 
to no party. He should vote for the party 
that will do him the most good. 

“I was pastor of a small church tn In- 
diana when the first detachment of the 
Unicon army came there during the Civil 
War. The soldiers were more cruel to the 
negroes there than any men I ever saw 
I myself was driven out of a car by them 
and cursed for ‘a damned nigger.’ Preju- 
dice against the black race is not confined 
to any party or any section. 

“I hope the United States will hold the 
Philippine Islands. This Government has 
put the negro down in this country and de.

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KAFFIRS IN LONDON ~ 
CAUSE A: SERIOUS SCANDA 
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Prince LoBencuLa IN His . 
_NATIVE COSTUME 


LONDON, Oct. 10. 
Special Correspondence of Sunday Post-Dispatch. 


HE exclusion of- white women from 
the Kaffir Kraal at Imre Kiralfy’s. 


Earl’s Court show marked the end 
of a heated controversy over the scandajs 
to which it was sald to give rise. 

On the verge of a South African war, 
their exclusion was rather a political than 
a social necessity. 

The Kaffirs were brought from South Af- 
rica by Frank Fillis, the circus proprietor, 
for a show called “Savage South Africa,”’ 
in the Empress Theater exhibition grounds. 

The Empress Theater is the Jargest,the- 
atrical house in London and. thousands 
crowd nightly to see the muscular Mata- 
beles, Swazis and Zulus clad in their war 
paint attacking Dutch caravans or re-enact- 
ing scenes from the Rhodesian war against 
Lobengula. 

Colonials living In London raised a ery 
about the impolitic course of bringing over 
for the amusement of pleasure-seekers, sav- 
agesgwho had been taught to regard their 
white masters, and especially white women, 
with a respect amounting almost to reve- 
rence. The Duke of Cambridge, who opened 
the exhibition last May, pointedly dissocl- 
ated himself from countenancing in any 
way the exploitation of the South African 
natives. 

It was not the spectacle In the theater 
which eventually led to the exclusion of 
women from the kraal, but the state of 
affairs within the kraal f{tself. The natives 
were lodged in an inclosure fitted up after 
the manner of-one of their own villages. 

From the outset, it was much favored 
by women, who took the deepest interest 
in the natives, crowding around thelr hu's 
and peering into them, shaking hands with 
the brawney savages, and indulging in other 
familiarities which delighted the natives: 
who could only repeat the one word ‘“‘pen- 
ny.”” 

The supposed marriage of Lobengula, the 
reputed § son of the famous Ma tabele chief, 


first drew forth a 
public protest. Loben was picked up by 
Mr: Filtis in Cape Town, where he was 
holding a horse in a street, but he looked 
like a prince when clad in his furbelows. 
Pretty Miss Jewell braved the contumely 
poured upon her in the press. Loben left 
Earl's Court and the palr are living quetly 
inean east coast watering place. 

The affair gave a stimulus to the agitation 
in favor of closing the kraal. 

Drop in there at any time and you would 
find most of the visitors women, some of 
whom went down on their hands and knees 
to crawl through the narrow openings 
which formed the doorways to the cone- 
shaped huis. 

The Matabeles and Swazis were clad in 
a belt of skins, sometimes ornamented with 
feathers. , 

Old residents in South Africa said the 
natives would regard such attentions as an 
evidence of white women’s weakness. ‘Io 
have women of gentle birth crowding 
round the nearly-naked blacks was looked 
upon with alarm by South African colonists, 
as they foresaw the consequences when the 
natives returned to the colony where the 
lesson had been drilled into them that any 
demeanor but the greatest deference for 
white women would meet with severe pun- 
ishment. 

At night the scenes hecame worse, as 
the Matabeles became freer in their be- 
havior and were encouraged by the con- 
duct of women who had not much regard 
for propriety. 

Mr. Lucius Pearse, writing on the sub- 
ject, having alluded to the care taken by 
white men in South Africa that their wom- 
enkind shall be respected, says: 

“Imagine, therefore, a Colonist's indigna- 
tlon when he sees at Eart's Court women 
ready to indulge in vile familiarity with 
the natives. Imagine also the effect of all 
this on the minds of savages. 

“T confess to having been restrained with 
diffic ulty from laying hands on some of the

men, whose language I understood only tee 
well, and I, for one, was not surprised when 
an Afrikander (born colonial) made use of 
some very strong expressions to women 
whom he saw pressing eagerly forward ta 
shake hands with these natives, and shower 
upon them attentions which were certain to 
be interpreted in thelr worse sense. ~ 

“One who has only a smattering of Kaf- 
fir language may gather from the passing 
remarks of Matabeles, Zulus and Swaais 
what thelr opinion of the white woman fs 
since they came to London. 


“One cannot believe that if the true mean- 
ing of it all were understood any Engli¢h- 
man would allow wife, sister or daughter 
to go near these savages.”’ 


Mr. Fillis, when spoken to on the stib- 
ject, said it was not his duty to act es the 
chaperon of British women, but some of 
the directors of “Savage South Africae” 
took a different view. Earl Grey, for ime 
stance, who advised closing the kraa] at 
once. He advised the manager at the out- 
set to communicate with the Aborigines’ 
Protection Society, because he was afraid 
that the natives, unless looked after, might 
become corrupted. 


“But never in my wildest dreams,” he 
wrote, “did I think they would be ted 
astray by white women. I am horrified at 
the state of affairs, which seems well sigh 
incredible.” ) 

At length, the exhibition authorities sent 
a peremptory notice to the managing @i- 
rector to exclude women from the blacks’ 
inclosure. The order was obeyed, and wes 
upheld by the Court of Queen's Bench, 
when legal proceedings followed. Though 
women are refused admission they gather 
nightly in scores outside the gates, where. 
they watch the departure of Africans for 
the theater and their return. Since the OFe 
der the natives tn the'r nightly perade 
through the grounds and buildings wear 
long loose coats or other covering, which 
none of them seems to relish.

boy,”” or a sort of Filipino ‘‘Jeames.” 


Among the other things he learned in his 
Spanish service was the Spanish language. 
When the Spaniards left Luzon and the 
Americans were in need of servants, it 
came about that Fred Gregory received as 
a present from the Spanish officer this Fill- 
pino body guard. 

Mr. Gregory, having lived three years in 
South America, has a good working know!- 
edge of Spanish. At Menila he was in the 
United States Secret Service. He and the 
little Filipino took to each other naturaly, 
If Francisco feels the slightest regret for 
keaving Luzon he has not expressed it. 

In fact, Francisco does not express him- 


self often. When he reached San Fran- 
cisco with the regiment, and found the 
weather cold and disagreeable he said 


nothing, but looked as blue as a chocolate- 
colored lad could look, and hunted for 
clothing. He had never seen snow unt!! 
the troops reached the mountains on their 
way home, and when he did, he opened 
his Uttle eyes as wide as his slightly siant- 
ing eyebrows would let him, but. said noth- 
ing. He has been moved to astonished 
speech but twice since -he entered the 
Gregory service. Once was when he saw a 
biograph in operation at Frisco and the 
other was when he beheld an elephant with 
a circus, which exhibited there.

It is said to cause him no little 
pain to dicontinue a habit of fourteen 
years, but he keeps his counsel and his 
absiemious resolve, and even smiles when 
he declines te smoke.

While tn Manila Mr. Gregory was so busy 
that Spanish was the natural means of 
communication, and most of the English 
Francisco has heard has come from the sele 
diers on the transport and the train.

Eile ie a Mexican war pensioner and served 
four years in the civil war. He is 75 years 
ol4, having been born in Alliance, O., in 
i8%% In 138 his favorite daughter, Nellie

After staking a num- 
ber of claims, Nellie returned to Dawson 
and started a store and boarding house. 

Shortly after -her arrival in the gold 
country Neliieé, who had many suitors, was 
married to Charles Yeager, a prosperous 
miner and snpeculator.

When Mr. Cook, who ts an acquaintance 
of the Chance family, arrived at Dawson, 
he recognized Nellie at once. 

She is abundantly able to provide for her 
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going to Nebraska and Montana, where 


ghe led a romantic life on the cattle ranges 


and among the mines. In Montana she 
married a bridge contractor, but a separa- 
tion followed and she went to the Pacific 
coast. 

Seven years ego she joined a party go- 
ing to Alaska, and was perhaps the first 
woman to go to that country for perma- 
nent residence. She remained some time 
in Circle City, then pushed on to Dawson, 
thence penetrating the Klondike region. 

The first day she walked 38 miles, driving 
her dog team over the snow and ice. She 
Was accompanied on the journey by a San 
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father in his declining years and will sup- 
port him. His pension of $16 per month for 
wounds received in the battle of Chapulte- 
pec in 1848 is his only income. Capt. Chance 


was also in the Civil War, but gets no 
pension for that. In the Mexican war he 
was a private in the Fifteenth Infantry, 
under Gen. Scott, and entered Mexico with 


the victorious army. In the Civil War he 
was first lieutenant in Company H, Twen- 


ty-first Ohio Infantry, and was promoted 
to captain. 

Capt. Chance has six children, scattered 
all over the world. The sun never sets on 
his family. They live in Iowa, Nebraska, 
Montana, Northwest Canada, Alaska and 
Philippine Islands. 

Capt. Chance mailed his photograph to 
the Alaska girl yesterday and will soon 
receive the promised check. This sum 
Capt. Chance thinks is the largest ever 
obtained ‘for a picture of an ordinary citi- 
zen. 
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| MEN WHO CATCH HORSETHIEVES 


In Illinois, to the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 


TSNHHRE was a convention in East St. 
Louis last week of an organization 
which has done more than the consti- 

tuted authorities to prevent horse theft and 

other forms of theft in Illinois, Missour1, 
Reedas and Oklahoma. The organization 
is the Anti-Horse Thief Association. It 
Was an Tilinois State convention which met 
in East St. Louis, but the organization is 
strong and flourishing in all the States 
named. 

The organization ts what its name indl- 
Gates and mcre. It is an anti-horse thief 
association, but it Is also an anti associa- 
tion to every other kind of thief. 


The association was organized to make 
war on horse thieves. That was just at 
the close of the war, when the Middle West- 
ern States were overrun with marauders. In 
the northern part of Missouri they were 
particularly troublesome. It was so easy 
to drive off horses from the northern tier 
of counties and run them over into Iowa 
or swim them across the Mississippi to 
Illinois that it was next to impossible for 
a man to keep a horse around the place. 

The situation finally became serious 
that some sort of united action was neces- 
sary. A meeting was held in Kahoka, the 
county seat of Clark County, and an or- 
ganization was effected. As primary 
object was to run down horse thieves it 
was called the Anti-Horse Thief Associa- 
tion. 


It did such good work in Clark County, 
which was then the stamping ground of 
one of the most dangerous gangs of crim- 
inals which ever infested a section of 
country, that its fame soon spread and in- 
quiries were made about the form of or- 
Ganization and the modus operandi. 

Gradually the organization spread over 
Missouri and Illinois and Kansas and Okla- 
fhoma. Wherever it spread horse stealing 
practically went out of fashion. It is said 
that in the old days, when a horse thief 
Was caught it often happened that he was 
mever heard of again. Anyway, it came to 
be understood among the fraternity that it 
didn’t ay to steal horses from members 
of the association, and in hater years the 
@fficac, of the organization has been chiefly

While in recent years exciting chases have 
mot occurred frequently in Illinois there 
were a number of old men at the East St. 
Louis convention who had been in some 
very warm pursuits and the reminiscences 
they exchanged were full-of interest. 

A. R. Long of Prairie City, Ill, told one 
which illustrated the thoroughness of the 
work of the organization.in that vicinity. 
He said: ‘‘During the life of the organiza- 
tion in my county there have been only two 
thefts of horses and they were both from 
the same man. We recovered the horses 
each time. William. Orrin owned a pair of 
pretty matched horses. One Saturday night 
he used one to go somewhere and left the 
other in the stable: When he returned home 
he put the two together in the stable and 
gave them some food. He went to the 
house and went to bed. Before he fell 
asleep he heard one of the horses neighing 
and knew that the two had in some way 
become seaprated. .He went to the barn 
and found that one of the horses had been 
taken out. 

“That was about 11. o'clock. 
the alarm and at 1:30 o’clock the next 
morning there were 104 men at the lodge 
room. The president, T. J. Nebergall, re- 
ported that he had had 1000 postal cards 
printed and they were ready to go out in 
the morning mail. 

“From the lodge room all but eight of 
the older men took the trail. By daylight 
there were men at the bridge at Keokuk, 
at Beardstown and at“all the other sur- 
rounding towns where it was possible trace 
might be obtained of the fugitive. 

“They got him cornered so closely that 
he had to abandon the horse on the river 
and hide in the brush, 

“A year later, on Decoration Day, both 
horses were left standing at a hitching 
rack at Bushnell. . It happened that J. W. 
Bushnell, who was the president then, lived 
in Bushnell. In a very little while he had 
sent nine men out to ride the neighborhouod. 
By an hour past midnight we were again 
convened in the lodge room and by daylight 
the men were scattered all over that part 
of the country. 

“A few of the older men who could not 
do hard riding went to Bushnell in 
early morning. They learned that th® au- 
thorities had been after two dissolute wom- 
en who had been drawn to town by the 
Decoration Day,celebration and that they 
had fled from town in company with Clay- 
ton Cleveland. The. vehicle in which they 
had gone away answered the description of 
the stolen one. Two'men started in the di- 
rection in which: Cleveland had driven, 
After following him 18 miles they came in 
sight of him. . He lashed ‘the tired horses 
into a run and drove them until they were 
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ready to drop with exhaustion. Seeing that 
he would be overtaken, he jumped out of 
the vehicle and took to the cornfields. 

“The association had him indicted by the 
grandjury, he was located at Garden City, 
Mo., some time after, brought pac’ and 
sentenced to six years in the penitentiary.’’ 

There has: been only one horse stolen in 
the vicinity of East Carondelet in the seven 
vears that.there has been an organization 
there. ‘‘That was in 1894," says Oscar Ad- 
elsberger. .‘‘The horse was stolen from Dr. 
J. Smizer. It was recovered by quick work. 
Two men were sent to Waterloo, two to 
Chester, two to Eads Bridge, two to each 
of the ferries and two to the sales stables 
in St. Louis. -Telegrams were also sent to 
all: the orders in the State. 
who went to the sales stables had not beer 
there long when a young fellow presented 
himself with the stolen .horse. He was 
placed under arrest. He was Steve Simp- 
son. He said he had only taken the horse 
to ride’ it to St. Louis. He was sent to 
the Reform School.” 

“We have never had a chase after a 
horse thief ine my part of the country,” 
said William H. Rowe of Jacksonville. ‘‘We 
caught a man ‘once, though, with a plece 
of cloth. He had gone into a grain bia 
and taken a lot of grain. In climbing out 
his coat had caught on a nail and a piece 
of it had been torn out: We hunted until 
we found a man wearing a coat with a 
hole in it which that piece of cloth fitted 
and with the piece of cloth we convicted 
him.’’ 


‘Six years ago,’’ said R. B. Gardner of 
Christian County, ‘‘a mare was stolen from 
W. E. Seaton, now County ‘Treasurer. The 
theft occurred on a Saturday night. The 
mare was nursing a young mule. The mule 
manifested uneasiness in the nigtht and Mr. 
Seaton went out to see what was the mat- 
ter. He found the mare gone. He gave 
the alarm and a party was quickly got to- 
gether to chase tho thief. He was over- 
taken southeast of Taylorville. When he 
saw that he would be cuptured he jumped 
from the mare's back and took to the 
woods. Mén were sent to Assumption, to 
Pana, to Nokomis and other places. Two 
men were sent to Pana. They learned 
that an excursion train would soon be due. 
They thought the thief would try to get on 
the train at the station. They called a po- 
liceman to their assistance and waited at 
the station. The train stopped at the Bal- 
timore & Ohio crossing. The thief got 
on there and rode past the policeman and 
our men on the platform at the station. 

“We caught him afterward, though, in 
Jasper County.. We learned that he was in 
“a community 29 miles from the raltiroad 
and some of our men went down there. We 


The two men, 


located him through a postal card. He had 
written on it to his folks, but had failed to 
put the address on it. TThe postmaster was 
holding it until he should come to the post- 
office again. When he learned who we 
were looking for he snowed us the postal 
card. He not only confessed to taking the 
herse, but that he had stolen a buggy 
and harness from a farmer near Decatur. 
He confessed because he thought we were 
going to hang him. We took him to our 
hall, questioned him, drew a complete con- 
fession from him, drew it up tn writing and 
he signed it. He got 2% years in the penl- 
tentiary.”’ 

Iedward Dunn of Calhoun County said: 
“One of my oddest adventures had to do 
with a female horse thief. There had been 
a number of thefts in the neighborhood. 
Suspicion fell upon a woman who lived in 
a houseboat on the Lilinois River. Men 
were assigned to watch her. One night she 
left the houseboat. Our men followed her. 


She wert to the barn of one of the pros-, 


perous farmers, a member of the associa- 
tion. She brought out one of his best 
horses. The men who had been following 
her ran forward to catch her. She jumped 
onto the back of the horse and dashed off 
down the road. The men did not want to 
fire on a woman and she got away from 
them. 


“They got their horses as soon as they 
could and went in pursuit. She was cor- 
nered at the mouth of the Wood River amd 
the posse swooped down on her. They 
thought they had her. She fooled them. As 
they dashed up she forced the horse into 
the water and swam it across the Missis- 
Bippi. The current was swift and it seemed 
almost like sure death, but she got across 
all right and disappeared in the under- 
brush on the other side. The posse, either 
through ‘fear or secret admiration for the 
woman's bravery, did not attempt to fol- 
low her across the river. 


“A week later the horse was recovered in 
the southern part of Missouri throug® the 
efforts of the association. ‘Three years 
later the woman was arrested in the north- 
ern part of Illinols. A strong case was 
made against her, but she was a good- 
looking young woman and the jury ac- 
quitted her. She is now married and is liv- 
ing a respected life in Central Illinois.” 

There was one sub-order not represented 
at the East St. Louls convention. That 
was because there are financial difficulties 
in that sub-order. A horse was stolen in 
that vicinity a while ago and one of the 
members was put on the trail. He followed 
the thief 1000 miles and incurred expense of 
$1000. As this had to be paid by the mem- 
bers of that sub-order there was no money 
{cr sending a delegate to a convention.

But they no sooner became we!l acquainted 
and reseated Cupid on the hearth when tha 
god of discord would ring the front door- 
bell.

NITED STATES MARSHAL L. E. 
[J BENNETT of the Northern District 
of Indian Territory, who is well 
known in St. Louis, Is the creator of the 
open-air court, which has done more than

Marshal Bennett took charge of the of- 
fice in August, 1897. He was led to estab- 
lish the open-air court because he realized 
that with the small force of deputy mar- 
shais placed at his disposal {t was next 
to impossible to make the necessary charges 
and arrests, for he was enabled to assign 
only one marsha! to cover a large portion 
of the district; and it is not strange that 
this one man should have beer intimidated 
by the numerous body of outlaws on the 
scout. 

Marshal Bennett further took Into consid- 
eration the character of the laws govern- 
ing misdemeanor cases, which being under

The Demolition of the Belcher Building, Which 
~ Has Just Ended, Recalls the Coup Which 
Wrecked a St. Louis Industry in 1887. 


Gt. Louis. The Belcher Sugar Refin- 

ery Co.'s building, at Main and Ash- 
ley streets, was for many years the tali- 
est building in St. Louls, It had 13 stories, 
was 29 feet high to the top of the main 
structure and has a frontage of 138 feet 
on Ashley street and 233 feet on Main street. 
Its walls are 48 inches thick. 

It was closed by the Sugar Trust and 
has been torn down to make room for a 
refrigerating plant. 

@ work of tearing down the immense 
amokestacks has already been completed. 
When the last of them fell ta the ground 
a force of men set about demolishing the 
main building. 

The Belcher Sugar Refinery was closed 
because the American Sugar Refinery Co. 
did not want it to operate. For 20 years the 
trust tried to force the Belcher Sugar Ke- 
finery Co. out of business. It was success- 
ful in 1887. Since then $1,000,000 worth of 
brick and mortar and machinery has served 
ho purpose in the industrial world. The 
Sugar Trust forced the owners of the big 
Plant to sell out at its terms. They had to 
choose between that and ultimate bank- 
tuptcey. When the trust had its lines all 
laid it offered $1,000,000 for the property and 
the offer was accepted, though the amount 
Was merely the cost price of the pliant. 

William H,. Belcher was the founder of 
the Beicher sugar refinery. _He came to St. 
Louis from Connecticut in 183%, retired from 
business in 1859 and died in Chicago in 1866. 

In 180 he started in partnership with 
Samuel MeLean and opened a refinery «® 
Cedar street, between Main and Seconu 
Streets. The business was bought out by 
Gay & Glasgow, but in 1843 Mr. Belcher 
Q@gain purehased it and a year later built 
the first of the group of buildings now be- 
ing torn down. 


With his brother, Charles Belcher, he ape- 
Fated it until 1856, when financial reverses 
came and the property was turned over to 
the creditors of the Belcher Bros., who in- 
corporated a company known as Belcher’s 
Sugar Refining Co., capitalized for $1,000,- 
000. The incorporators were William H, and 
Charles Belcher, Rufus J. Lackland, George 
D. Humphreys, Charles W. Horn, Edward 
Walsh, D. A. January, William M. Morrl- 
eon, Edward Wyman, Joseph C. Cabot, Con- 
stance J. Piepers and Edward Y. Ware. 
The company passed through the panic of 
1867, standing a loss of $£00,000 without great 
inconvenience. 

Early in the '%s the American Sugar Re- 
fining Co. set about to capture the Western 
trade. It began to buy up the imported 
Sugar and to refine it in the Bast, selling 
the product almost at a loss at a figure 
snuch below that asked by Western refin- 
ers. The result was that in 1886 the St. 
Louis company was forced to meet the 
terms of the trust and sold out for a cash 
consideration 
Rufus J. Lackland, president of the Boat- 
men's Bank, was at one time president of 
the Belcher Sugar Refining Co. Mr. Lack- 
land sald: 

“The company simply sold out to the 
American Sugar “Refining Co. when it was 
apparent that no other course was open to 
it. The American Sugar Refinery Go. now 
owns the plant. It paid a ump sum and 
there was no annual consideration of any 
kind.” 

Broker H. H. Wernse, who was instru- 
mental in financlering the deal, said: ‘“The 
American Sugar Refining Co. paid a lump 
sum far the property. I believe the con- 
sideration was $1,000,000."' 

A. PD. Cunningham, who was segretary of 
the Relchef’s Sugar Refining Co. when it 
changed hands, sald: 

“There Was @ time when the Jevee from 
Bidfile ta Wajnut'streets, a distance of one 
mile, was literally covered with hogsheads 
and barrels of sugar frem our refinery, 
while barge loads of crude sugar fram New 


A GREAT industry has vanished from 


Orleans, Cuba an4 the Philippines crowded 
the wharves to the exclusion of other 
freight. All this we shipped North and 
Northwest, supplying the trade as far as 
Salt Lake City, St. Paul, Denver and the 
headwaters of the Missouri River. 

“We had a refining capacity of 3000 bar- 
rels a day and our business amounted to 
something like $5,000,000 a year. But in 1886, 
finding that the American Sugar Refining 
Co., known as the Sugar Trust, had ab- 
sorbed nearly all competitors and was in a 
position to crush us out, we deeded our 
property to that company, sold out while 
we could and retired. The trust rah this 
refinery less than a year and then closed 
it. It has been idle ever since, but the ma- 
thinery is all there. Our workmen were 
all faithful and a majority of them ex- 
perts, heads of families, and the closing 
down of the refinery was a great hardship 
to them.” 

The refinery gave employment to 600 men 
and furnished support for 3000 persons. The 
trust has apparently kept it closed for the 
sole purpose of throttling competition with 
the Eastern refined product, 

The work of tearing down the chimneys 
of the big refinery was recently completed. 
There were three of tnese chimneys, two of 
them 160 feet high and the third 185 feet. 

The method used in demolishing the chim- 
neys was unusual. First the chimneys were 
undermined on one side. Then ropes were 
fastened to them at a height of 60 feet; 
these ropes were carried to “crabs” placea 
at an angle of 45 degrees from the direction 
in which it was planned to throw the chim- 
ney. On the side of the chimney under- 
mined threo powerful hydraulic jacks, ca- 
pable of lifting 20,000 pounds each, were 
Piaced. When all was in readiness the ma- 
chinery of these jacks was placed in mo- 
tion and the strain against the ropes caused 
the chimney to break at the middle and 
topple over.

ual has been able to successfully carry

The greatest 
case an record against the Sugar Trust 
in this regard has been carried through in 
Camden, N. J. 

Hundreds and thousands of people have 
for some years past asked the question, as 
they were crossing the ferry from Phila- 
delphia to Camden, what that large building 
was that is located one block below Market 
Street, Camden, directly on the river front.

known narcotic of wonderful prop- 
erties, preducing marvelous color visions. 

Alarming advices from Oklahoma have 
been’ pouring inte the Indian Bureau that 
the grase, through the aid of medicine men, 
is making sgueh rapid headway that it 
thregtens the demoralization of entire 
tribes. 

This mesoal bean is not to be confounded 
with the drink mescal, the popular native 
beverage of the Mexicans, made from the 
agave or century plant, but is the product 
of a different plant, the least known species 
of the cactus family, which, when chewed 
and pwallowed, ushers the Indian into the 
delights of an artificial paradise and pro- 
duces hallucinations more strange than 
those of hasheesh or opium. 

It had not been known to our materia 
mediga unti] within li years, but the Kiowa 
and Pomanche Indians have used it from 
time to time immemorial. Woqui is the 
mame they give it. It grows wijd in their 
original dwelling piace along the Rie 
Grande in Mexico, and the secret of its 
magic virtues has been handed dawn re- 
ligiously through successive generations to 
the present representatives af those tribes 
on their reservation down in Oklahoma, It 
és found only on rocky soll, usually on 
barren hilisides difficult of access, and in 
ehape it looks not unlike a dwarf toadstool 
or mushroom, It crops up about two inches 
above the ground, and has a thick, soft 
gtem, surmounted by a top or crown whose 
-are trimmed with little blunt leaves, 
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/ C) KLAHOMA Indians have developed a 


puckered in, and whose upper surface is 
ecavered with gray fusz. This tap ar crown, 
when separated from the stem, is the part 
used as a narcotic, and in general appear- 
ance resembles a bean or button, whence 
the name, meseal bean. It is about two 
inches in diameter and about a quarter of 
an inch thick, When dried it becomes hard 
and of the color and flavor of tobacco, 
though infinitely mare bitter and disagree- 
able, with a persistent after taste. 

Though its use is prohibited strictly bY 
the Government, the rage for it recently 
revived, and spread from the Kiowas and 
Comanches to the Apaches, an the same 
reservation, near the Texas border, and 
from them, in turn, to the Wiehitas and 
to the Cheyennes and Arapahoes, directly 
north, and next to the Pottawatomies, 
eastward, and finally to the Osages, on the 
northern border of Oklahoma, just below 
the Kansas boundary. 

The Indians say the drug is harmless, 
and regard |t with awe as supernatural, But 
the authorities of the Indian Bureau are 
convinced that it is ruinous to body and 
mind, and are determined to stamp out its 
use at all hagards.. Accordingly a cam- 
paign against it is being organized by the 
jaw department of the bureau, where 
measures are beitig formulated to put 4 
end to the crase by cutting off the supply 
of the drug. 

Just what the Indfans see in the visions 
invoked by the beautiful intoxication of 
mescal is not known, for no Indian has ever 
been induced to teil the details of his ex- 
perience.

Bach of the experimenters lost all 
canception of time and space, but in each 
instange the intellect remained calm, col- 
lected apd gelf-possessed. The displays of 
colars they saw were gorgeous beyond de- 
scription, and the forms seen were more 
beautiful than ‘anything ever beheld in the 
world of fact, suggesting at different times 
and in quick succession kaleidoscopic fig- 
ures composed of beautiful gems, rich ara- 
besques, fern-like designs, fresco work,

For 
a white man three or four are a full dose. 
This difference in susceptibility to the drug 


is duc. ao doubt, to the greater tolerance | 


which the Indian has acquired for the 
drug through his habitual use of it, and 
perhaps through a long inheritance of taste 
derived from his progenitors. In the ex- 
periments made by American and British 
scientists the magic properties of the drug 
were extracted by means of infusion or 
decoction of the powdered beans in hot 
water, taken in three equal doses about an 


hour apart,

While the public was inquisitive, the men 
at the head of the great Sugar Trust got 
all the details from some source or other.

The Sugar Trust people had sent their 
representatives to Mr. Siegal and begun Ne- 
gotiations for the purchase of the plant.

When asked what his best terms were, he 
said that one milion dollars above the cost 
of the plant might be considered, After 
some little dickering it was finally agreed 
that he should be paid the $1,000,000 and eost 
of the plant. This amount he received and 
all of it was in. cash. 


When he had turned the plant over te the- 
Havemeyers he had cleaned up a coo] mil- 
lion and shortly after left Camden. The 
plant has never been run from that day 
to this, and although the property pepre- 
sents several millions of dollars, there has 
never been made a pound of sugar im it. 
And for that matter nothing else has ever 
been done with the plant, save at certain 
times when the Sugar Trust had a large 
stock on hand the pliers were utilized for 
storage purposes. Watchmen are still em- 
ployed about the premises and there is as 
much secrecy to-day as there ever was, 
What the ultimate outcome of this high- 
priced elephant of the Sugar Trust will be 
it is hard to say, as they have refused se¥- 
eral offers for the property. A brewer 
has been negotiating for the purchase of &, 
but all offers have received no conside 
tion. 

It is now positively known that Mr. Siegal 
never intended to operate the refinery and 
that he bullt it for the sole purpose of un- 
loading it to the Havemeyers and that he 
was determined to net an even million on 
the project.

ficial means and has finally adopted a plan 


of ozonizing Iinen by means of floating 
aerial clothes racks. 

When the moored monsters shall have 
been sent up with their freight of discol- 
ored fabrics the city, to an observer from a 


distance, will present a unique spectacle.

| expedients are but excuses for and approx- 
| imations toward natures remedy for stains 
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and discolorations,which she supplies in the 
air and sunshine, The enterprising Parisian 
laundry company that conceived and car- 
ried out the idea of a captive balloon sup- 
porting a bamboo framework thus did noth- 
ing more than to revert to what is known 
as an old woman's remedy. 


The dust and smoke of a great city and 
the lack of greensward and yard room 
practically put a ban on drying clothes in a 
way to preserve color and bleach out stains 
by natural means. Laundrymen are thus 
obliged to resort to the use of chlorine gas 
or oxalic showers, both of which unless 
used with the extremest care, soon eat inta 
and destroy the linen or cotton fiber. Chilo- 
ride of lime as a bieacher has happily been 
abandoned by all the best laundries. In 
the hands of an expert operator chiorine 
wash or ga8 may not betray its effect on 
goods for a long time, but that irreparable 
injury is done to garments and bed and 
table linen is the exper‘ence of most people 
who patronize laundries, which is pretty 
conclusive of proof that all laundrymen are 
not experts and that chioring is a danger- 
ous agent of beauty. Many people, there- 
fore, who send out their coarser articies 
of wear will not trust into the hands of 
laundrymen their better goods. 


It was a consideration of these facts that 
led to the test of the aerial dry'ng and 
bleaching process. The clothes were simply 
washed in plain soap suds, with no cleans- 
ing fluid of stronger properties, and went up 
a few hundred feet into the alr oF spread 
on the grass in the open country in the old 
time-honored way. Patrons of the Parisian 
establishment quickly recognized the ef- 
fectiveness of the means and expressed a4 
willingness te pay an extra charge for ihe 
aerial treatment.

‘Strangely enough every person who served 
tn that capacity, from 1869 to 1899, is living 
nd still prominent in public, professional 
#@r business affairs. 
\ Stranger still, while several Governors 
Nave died during that perlod—Brown, 
Woodson, Hardin, Phelps, Marmaduke and 
"Morehouse—the Governor who was first au- 
thorized to appoint a Private Secretary, 
Governor McClurg, is yet living, a hale, 
hearty ol4 man. And the first Private Sec- 
retary is his son-in-law, Charles C. Draper. 
/ But back of all this interesting informa- 
jtion—if one may be allowed an Irish bull, 
there never was any law authorizing the 
Governor to appoint a Private Secretary. 
In other words, outs!de of the recognition 
of such an office tn the biennial appropria- 
tions, there {is no act of the General Assem- 
bly employing that title to designate the 
position. 

In 1868, towards the close of the year, 

the Legislature passed a brief act, which 
réads: 
“The Governor is hereby authorized to 
aiid appoint a clerk, who shall recetve the same 
_ €ompensation as that of the Chief Clerk of 
the Secretary of State.” 


That was all. And yet It has been suffi- 
clent, during all these intervening vears, 
to warrant his several excellencies In ap- 
pointing a Private Secretary—in law, a 
clerk—whose dignified and honorable title 
has found appreciation only in the appro- 
priation bills. 

They are a fine lot of fellows—thase Pri- 
vate Secretaries And as TI look back at 
them I can hardly realize that some of 
g ‘them are white-haired. and that one of 

them wrote me the other day: “I have been 

go busy since I became a grandpa.” 
But recently it dawned upon them that

and that the fact was worthy of commem-

to Governor Stephens, who has kindly

Jefferson City. 

From the admision of the State unt!! near 
.the beginning of the civil war, the duties of 
Governor were light, the responsibilities 
@reat. The Chief Executive had no office 
, in the capitol he could really call his own, 

.,@%cept a small room opening from the 

Secretary of State's office, where he re- 

paired for an hour or two daily to sign 

commissions and meet the other State of- 
fleers. His letter-writing was altogether 
performed in the library of the Executive 

Mansion, where, also, he laboriously wrote 

out his messages and ponderous public doc- 

uments. 
But the war changed all that. From the 
_» @8y when Governor Claiborne Jackson left 
> 4. capitol to join the forces of the South, 
& gx :the Executive office of Missour! became a 
= |, Seene of great activity. The Governor was 
; re ¢ Sesigned an office in the capitol building, 

ie @,/ ana a retinue of clerks from the Adjutant- 
es. ye, General's office waited upon him constant- 
at dy in — of his clerical re- 
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ance. The reconstruction days were on, and 
Governor Fletcher called to his aid two ex- 
military men. who were engaged in detail 
work at the State Armory. 

When the rush was over, the General As- 
sembly was notified that with the passing 
of the great struggle the Governor's office 
had been given many new duties, and that 
a civil, instead of a military, secretary had 
become a permanent necessity of the Exec- 
utive Department. The Legislature fought 
shy of authorizing the appointment of a 
Private Secretary. The title had a tre- 
mendously English sound, and the farmers 
in the Assembly had to be placated. 

So the law was enacted giving the Gov- 
ernor power to appoint ‘‘a clerk,” but fixing 
his dignity and salary so that both would 
be equal to that of the Chief Clerk of the 
Secretary of State—who is, in reality, the 
Assistant Secretary of State, performing all 
the duties and having all the responsibili- 
ties of the Secretary when the latter is 
away from the Capital. 


It fell to Governor McClurg to appoint the 
first Private Secretary, and he gave the of- 
fice to Chrales C. Draper, a brother of State 
Auditor Dan Draper. 

It so happend that the Governor was 
blessed With “a rosebud garden of girls,” 
and after his term had expired he gave his 
consent to the marriage of one of them to 
his Private Secretary. 

Mr. Draper was afterwards cashier of a 
bank at Lebanon, and !s now an insurance 
eadjyster in that city. I don’t think he ever 
returned to Jefferson City, and he appeared 
to have turned his back upon politics. 

The Governor's term of office was fixed 
by the Constitution of 1855, at two years. 
so, in January, 1871, Governor McClurg 
was succeeded by Governor B. Gratz 
Brown, a distinguished St. Louls lawyer, 
editor and statesman. 

With him as Private Secretary came a 
dapper, rapid-speaking, smart young man 
named Frederick N. Judson. He was just 
out of Yale College, fired with ambition, 
eggressive, earnest and scrupulously neat. 
He took hold of the Gubernatorial offica 
and largely increased the dignity and stand- 
ing of the “‘clerkship’”’ to which he had been 
appointed. 

Governor Brown's name was already 
prominent in national politics. and he was 
often away from the State Capital, leaving 
Mr. Judson to pass upon questions of law 
and fact. Mr. Judson passed upon them 
promptly, and they stood the test thereaf- 
ter. He argued diplomacy and interstate 
relationship with the Governors of sur- 

rounding States, and there 's—oFr was—a yo}l- 
uminous letter book in the Executive office, 
in Mr. Judson’s handwriting, showing that 
the Governors of other States kept him 
pretty busy. 

Through 1872 Governor Brown was a Vice- 
Presidential candidate, on the Liberal party 
ticket, with Horace Greeley. They were 
lively days for Mr. Judson. The Governor 
was touring the country making speeches, 
and the Private Secretary had things very 
largely in his own hands. Fortunately for 
the State they proved to be hands that were 
trustworthy and capable. On all ordinary 
occasions Mr. Judson was the Governor. 

He returned to St. Louis when Governor 
Brown's term of office expired, and is to- 
day the same Frederick N. Judson who ts 
recognized as one of the most distinguishai 
commercial lawyers in the West. He has 
been President of the St. Louls School 
Board and attorney for the Merchants’ Ex- 

change. He has a beautiful home on Wash- 
ington boulevard. 

Governor Silas Woodson succeeded Brown 
in January, 1873. His election was the {first 
strictly Democratic victory since before the 
war. He was Chairman of the State Con- 
vention of 1872, and during a protracted 
struggle among the candidates the delegates 
were sO moved by the Chairman's dignity 
and eloquence that they turned about, 
dropped their favorites and gave him the 
nomination unanimously. He went into of- 
fice, therefore, with only the embarrass- 
ments which come with the restoration of 
an old political party to power. 

At the beginning of his administration 
Governor Woodson felt the need of a close 
adviser, and for a few weeks Walter 
Young, a St. Joseph lawyer who had seen 
service in the House and was afterwards 
elected to the Benate, served as nominal 
Private Secretary. He was permanently 
succeeded by Prof. R. D. Shannon, the Gov- 
ernor’s brother-in-law, a school teacher of 


ibe 


considerable prominence. 

Dr. Shannon, a few years later, became 
State Superintendant of Schools, and is now 
a distinguished educator. Hg is a member 
of the Board of Regents of the State Nor- 
mal School at Warrensburg. 

Tre ex-Co fed rate wing of the Demo rat- 
ic party came into power with the election 
of Charles H. Hardin as Governor in 1874. 
Governor Hard'n had been a member of the 
State Senate in 1861, and was recognized 
during the war as a Southern sympathizer. 

He took with him to Jefferson City as his 
Private Secretary, in January, 1875, a young 
lawyer named Edwin Silver. Mr. Silver 
had but recently graduateca from the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, and migrated from his 
home in Maryland to St. Louis, and thence 
to Mexico, Mo. 
in time to identify himself with politics, 
and impress upon Governor Hardin his good 
character and abilities. 

When his te:m as Private Secretary ended, 
Mr. Silver located at Jefferson City for the 
practice of law. There he was twice elected 
Prosecuting Attorney, and once to the Gen- 
eral Assembly in the revising session of 
1889. Later he became a members of the 
State Democratic Committee, and finally 
Mayor of Jefferson City. He was renomin- 
ated and re-elected to the latter office, and 
distinguished himself by urging measures 
which vastly improved the municipality. 

In March, 189, he removed to Kansas 
City. He is regarded as one of the ablest 
lawyers who appear before the Supreme 
Court of the State. 

The election of Governor John 8S. Phelps, 
in 187%. was recognition of the Unton ele- 
ment of the party. Mr. Phelps had been 
18 years in Congress, resigning to take the 
field at the beginning of the civil war. 
President Lincoln had appointed him Mill- 
tary Governor of Arkensas, after the war, 
and he was the defeated Democratic nom!}- 
nee for Governor of Missour! in 1868, when 
the ex-Confederates were under disfran- 
chisement. He was, in fact, the most prom- 
inent lawyer in the State, and the most 
distinguished statesman in the West. 

When he went into the Governor's office, 
in January, 1877, he persuaded his law- 
partner, Hon. Benjamin U. Massey of 
Springfield, to accept the Private Secretary- 
ship for a few months, or until he had ac- 
quired a knowledge of the executive rou- 
tine. Mr. Massey had been a clerk in the 
State Department when his father, Benja- 
min F. Massey, was Secretary of State, and, 
therefore, was fully competent to advise 
and assist the new Governor. 

When the Legislature adjourned Governor 
Phelps appointed me as his Private Secre- 
tary. I was then dramatic editor of the Bt. 
Lou's Journal, and lacked a year or two 
of being of age—in fact, the youngest Seo- 
retary ever appointed by the Governor of 
this State up to that time. I served three 
and one-half years, Governor Phelps being 
the first four-year Governor under the Con- 
stitution of 187, which restored the tenure 
of office to that period of years. 

In 1899-90 I served as Assistant Secretary 
of State under Secretary Lesueur, and then 
returned to my chosen profession of jour- 
nalism in St. Louis. 

Governor Thomas T. Crittenden went {nto 
off'ce in January, 1881. He selected as his 
Private Secretary Finus C. Farr, @ young 
lawyer of Warrensburg, who had already 
achieved some distinction at the bar. He 
served the Governor faithfully and well, as 
adviser, friend and clerk. During the days 
when Governor Crittenden was arousing the 
whole State in his final successful effort to 
capture the James boys, it was Mr. Farr 
upon whom he relied at every step of the 
proceedings. 

At the expirat'on of Governor Crittenden’s 
term of service Mr. Farr located at Kansas 
Citv, where he acquired a large and lucra- 
tive law practice. 

Recently he was appointed to collect the 
department store license tax, and is now 
having a great legal battle in the Kansas 
City courts. He ts a fine political speaker, 
as well as a splendid lawyer. 

When Gen. John 8S. Marmaduke became 
Governor, in January, 1885, he called to his 
aid as Private Secretary Van Court Yantis, 
a echolarly lawyer of 8% years, son of the 
Rev. John L. Yantis, whose home was in 
Baline County. 

Mr. Yantis had graduated from the State 
University of Missouri, had engaged in raill- 
way surveying and construction, had been 


elected surveyor of his county, and had | 


He located in Mexico just | 
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served as professor of mathematics in the 
State School of Mines at Hoila, from which 
position he had retired to practice law. 

Governor Marmaduke was not a lawyer, 
and his reliance upon Mr. Yantis was as 
great as his confidence in Mr. Yantis’ abil- 
ity. 

Upon the death of Governor Marmaduke, 
In 1886, Lieutenant-Governor Morehouse suc- 
ceeded to the Governorship. He at once 
retained Mr. Yantis, who was, therefore, 
doubly burdened with the responsibilities 
and duties, all of which he met faithfully 
and well. 

Since his retirement from the Private Sec- 
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retaryship Mr. Yantis has been twice 
elected Probate Judge of Saline County, 
and is now a practicing lawyer at the bar 
l, where his legal learning has 
abundant recognition. 

In 189 Mayor David R. Francts became 
Governor of the State. He took with him 
to Jefferson City M. A. Fanning, who had 
been his Private Secretary during his four 
years as Mayor. 

Mr. Fanning’s entrance to the Executive 
office marked an era in the Private Secre- 
tarvship of the Governor. Fanning had not 
only been a newspaper man, but he was a 
skillful stenographer. and typewriter, as 
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The Men Who Have Carried the 
Burden of the Work in the Of- 
fice of the Chief Execu- 
tive of the State. —

Fanning was born In Cleveland, O., in 1857. 
and came to St. Louls in 1879. He resigned 
the Secretaryship in 1891, and is now living 
in Cleveland, the Secretary of “The Munic- 
ipal Association,”’ a non-partisan organiza- 
tion of leading business men. 

R. F. Walker was appointed to succeed 
Mr. Fanning. He was a young lawyer who 
had attained reputation tn the Legislature, 
and he restored the “‘dignity”’ of the Pri- 
vate Secretaryship, for thereafter the Gov- 
ernor retained a stenographer and an execu- 
tive clerk to attend to the drudgery of the 
office. Mr. Walker was nominated and 
elected Attorney-General in 1892, and served 
the following four years with more than 
ordinary distinction. At the close of his 
term as Attorney-General he came to St. 
Louls and entered upon the practice of law. 
He was chosen Attorney of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, and ts now recognized as a lead- 
er at the bar of this city and State. 

In January, 1893, ex-Congressman William 
J. Stone became the Governor of the State. 


He appointed as his Private Secretazg; 
Kimbrough Winston, bis brother-in-law,

WHAT ST. LOUIS PAYS WEEKLY 


INTO UNCLE 


T. VOUTIS pays an average of nearly 
S $400,000 a week into the United States 

Treasury. This revenue represents 
the earnings of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment, the postoffice, the customs of- 
fice and the Federal Courts. Few cities of 
the country surpass this showing. Chicago 
and Philadeiphia are the only cities outside 
of New York which attempt a comparison. 

Uncle Sam’s income from the people of 
St. Louis was increased two-fold by the 
war revenue measure. 

Approximately estimated, the Internal 
Revenue Department pays him $312,500 per 
week; the customs collections for the same 
period amount to $30,000,or more than the 
combined sum received from Galveston, 
Memphis and Vicksburg. 

The postoffice receipts aggregate $25,000. 
The amount of money turned into the treas- 
ury by the St, Louis postoffice during the 
fiscal year of 1899 was $1,188,464. This is the 
net revenue of the office after all expenses 
have been paid. 

The first quarter of the fiscal year of 
1900, which has just closed, shows a large 
increase over the first quarter of the pre-

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THE BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


Its Progress From Its Home in Asia to Oporto 
and the Methods of Checking Its Advance. 


NE case of bubonic plague has 
O) seached TAverpool, but the ship was 

in quarantine and there is no dan- 
ger of further infection. 

The way in which this contegion spreads 
is from man to man, and when it once 
gains a start, it travels with terrible swift- 
ness, carrying with it certain death to a 
very large percentage of its victims. For 
this reason all vessels from Java carry- 
ing sugar and all vessels from those por- 
tions of the Old World where the plague 
is known to exist are now being subjected 
to a very careful inspection by quarantine 
physicians at all United States ports. 

When these ships from foreign ports are 
boarded, the entire crew is made to stand 
in line on the deck, and then the quaran- 
tine physicians make a most thorough ex- 
amination of every man. If there ts the 
least suspicion of any one of the crew 
having the plague, such a one will be in- 
stantly subjected to a still more rigorous 
examination. in which a portion of his skin 
or a drop Of his blood will be placed under 
a microscope. If one of the deadly germs 
{s found the ship will be detained and 
sterilizea from the lowest hold to the top- 
most spar with sulphur, formaldehyde and 
all of the other latest and best known 
sterilizeqd apperatus. 

The plague has already swept from the 
eastern portion of Asia to the western coast 
of Europe, the last port in which it has 
made fits appearance in force being Oporto, 
Spain. 

Prof. Calmette, the Pasteur Institute 
Commissioner, who has returned to Par'ls 
from Oporto, says that before his arrival 
the mortality among those stricken with 
the plague amounted to 83 per cent. Of 
16 treated with the serum, he adds, no 
one died. This restored public confiden'e, 
and in three days he inoculated 423 per- 
sons. 

In the places where the plague has bro- 
ken out In Asia the natives generally look 
upon {ft as a direct visitation of one of 
the gods they worship. In India it {fs be- 
lieved that the great god Tor has been in 
some way angered by his people, and that 
he has sent the plague in vengeance. By 


some of the natives it !s believed that 
those who have been converted by mis- 
sionaries are responsible for the awful 
curse, in that they have deparied from 
Tor and the gods of their fathers. This 
seems to bear out in a mos: ¢gingular man- 
ner so many of the calamities and curses 
as accounted for both mm the Bible and in 
almost all of ancient mythology. 

The awful sacrifices made of the victims 
of this plague seem cruel beyond reason, 
but it ls the opinion of the highest medi- 
cal authorities in all Europe that but for 
this awful treatment of the patients, there 
would be almost no end to the plague. 

Like so many customs of uncivilized peo- 
ples, this burning of the victims has a re- 
ligious significance. By treating the ac- 
cursed in this way it is hopéd that the an- 
gered god's wrath will be appeased and 
the curse lifted. And so it is that when 
the plague has finally spent itself the na- 
tives do not ascribe its departure to any 
of the sanitary Influences of ‘fire, but firm- 
Iv believe that the god or gods are again 
ready to smile on their people and mourn- 
ing at once gives way to feasting. 


As an Indication of the generally tncreas- 
ing alarm with which leading Europeans 
view the unusual spread of the Asiatic 
plague this year, it may be stated that M. 
Hanotaux, formerly French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has addressed to the pub- 
lic a letter setting forth the dangers of 
the situation and calling for immediate 
action. He demands an _ international 
commission to meet and decide on the best 
steps to avert what may be a terrible ca- 
lamity. The impassioned tone he assumes 
shows with what real alarm he views the 
crisisg In his letter he says: 

“The plague is in Europe. I have not 
seen-any evidence of the discovery of the 
precise circumstances under which {it has 
been introduced, but its presence ts offi- 
cially announced and is denied by nobody. 
Moreover, the people of Europe have now 
for some time been expecting it. It may 
almost be said that its advance has been 
remarkéd beforehand, just like the evolu- 
tlon of a malady in a-body threatened and 
contaminated. 


“As usual, the plague originated in Asta, 
A terrible emidemic ravaged India. Its 
progress was facilitated by an accumulu- 
tlon of frightful miseries, the result of a 
famine such as the world has rarely wit- 
nessed., The two scourges, famine. and 
plague, marched togefher. The ‘spectacle 
presented by the most beautiful English 
colony during the past three years has 
been dreadful. If such a thing had oc- 
curred in a French colony heaven - only 
knows how hoarse the English throats 
would be from shouting about our inapti- 
tude for colonizing. But at all events, the 
plague, the daughter of misery and fa- 
mine, took up its quarters in India, and ‘it 
has not yet been extirpated. 


“Once tn Indla one might as well say 
that it had reached Europe. We all re- 
member the panic that was aroused two 
years ago when the announcement of the 
plague caused Marseilles, which Is always 
the first to be attacked, to close its port. 
Doubtless the city recalled the horrors of 
the plague of 1720, in the days of the Bishop 
Belzunce. Marseilles has good reason to 
remember that plague, but it was wrong to 
close the port, which it was obliged to re- 
open, not without some confusion. At the 
same time -the governments of different 
countries began to ocupy themselves with 
the measures to be taken to guard against 
the invasion of the disease. An Interna- 
tional conference was called. Prophylactic 
measures were debated at length and care- 
fully enacted. Then the conference ad- 
journed, believing that it had thoroughly 
guarded against the threatened scourge. 


“But the plague cares little for resolu- 
tions on paper. It simply embarked on 
board ordinary vessels—that is to say, the 
boats that take the Mussulman pilgrims 
from India to Arabia. There its presence 
was discovered by the doctors. They asked 
the plague for its papers. It presented 
them. They shut it up in the lazar-house 
of Tor. It submitted good-humoredly. 
Once in this place of perdilection, it had 
only to wait and take things quietly. A 
year passed on, and then suddenly. it was 
found in Alexandria. In the land of tlie

peared and disappeared—two or three cases 
here and there, and then no more for 
some time, As a rule the malady attacked 
the poor natives, but the exceptions go to 
show that it is by no means inclined to 
spare any class or to go away in a hurry.

NE of the most interesting labyrinths 

.) or mazes is in Tower Grove Park 

in this city. It has been closed to 

the public almost continuously since it was 

planted, but occasionally a person is per- 

mitted to enter its winding walks of hedge 
and test his sense of direction. 

The origin of the maze or labyrinth dates 
as far back as the early nations of the 
Fast, who created its use for various pur- 
poses of pleasure and amusement. They 
also adopted it for the safe keeping of their 
tombs, which were placed in the center and 
made difficult to reach. In later times they 
were largely employed in certain conmtivent- 
al countries for ceremonials connacted with 
the chureh as affording an illustration of 
the difficulties of passing through life. The 
fashion exténded to England in Queen Eliz- 
abeth's time, when the maze tormed an im 
portant adjunct in the decoration of all 
well-directed gardens. That at Hatfield 
House remains to the present day Intact, 
and has a length of 174 feet and a width of 
108 feet, being divided by few hedges three 
or four feet through. Among others of 
considerable historical importance and still 
an object of great attraction to visitors Is 
that at Hampton Court. This labyrinth, 


one of the beat of old-time formation, oc- - 


cupies only a quarter of an acre, yet con- 
tains nearly a mile of winding walks, which 
are sadly bewlldcring to many in their at- 
tempts to reach the seat in ihe center. 

A modern dictionary puts down the word 
as of Scandinavian origin and defines it as 
“a confusing and puzziing network or in- 
tricucy of winding and turning paths or 
pursuges.”’ 

The maze as known to the ancients was 
usually a large intricate edifice, cut into 
Various aisles and meanders, which so ran 
and intersected each other as to render it 
difficult to get out of, and their real objett 
seems to have been for guarding the tombs 
of the Kings and notable persons by the 
dangers attending attempts to find the way 
in or out. 

The labyrinth of Egypt was, according to 
Pliny, the oldest, and was st: anding in his 
time, though 3600 years old. He Says it was 
built by King Petevucus, but Herodotus 
makes it the work of several Kings. The 
Cretan labyrinth Is also famed in history 
and fable. 

An Italian writer of the fourteenth cen- 
tury teaches the mode of constructing and 
ornamenting the garden. adding that they 
should contain an aviary and a labyrinth, 
the latter placed among thickets and ar- 
bors. About the middle of the seventeenth 
century the celebrated Evelyn, the author 
of “Sylva,” visited It: aly and in describing 
a number of its Principal gardens. 
“At V iimarini I found a garden in the cen- 
ter of which was a most inextricable Isby- 
rinth, made of bricks and covered with 
ivy.” From Italy the fanciful atyle of dec. 
orating gardens seems to have next affected 
Holland, for we read in Harris’ description 
of the gurdens of the P alace of Loo, the res. 
idence of the King, the formation of Which 
was undertaken by Mary Il, 
about 1690 and completed by William IT{ 
during the seven years’ war, that “the 
King’s labyrinth was formed of clipped 
hedges with sandy walks between, while 
the Queen's was decorated With fountains 
and statues and both were of the most in- 
tricate design. not until the seven- 
teenth century that we read much of fancy 
gardening ‘in France, and was quite a cen- 
tury later when Evelyn Visited Paris and 
makes the following observ: ations upon the 
gardens of the Tuilleries: “They are rarely 
contrived for privy acy, shade or c ompany. 
There is a maze formed of cypress and 
noble hedges of pomegranates.’ Of the gar- 
dens of the Luxembourg he Says: ‘The 
mare is of hox. «o rarely designed and ac- 
curately cut, the whole arranged wit 
Gerful effect.’

HE giant balloon purchased two weeks 

| ago by the United States from Ger- 
, many represents a novel departure in 
aeronautics. It is to be used as a conveyance 
incase ofwar. It consists primarily of a 
huge, elongated, cylindrical, buoyant en- 
velope with hemispherical extremities and 
poised obliquely in the air at the angle in 
which a kite files. From a point beneath 
this and far to the reara secondary cylin- 
der of like proportions, but only half the 
diameter, curls up over the rounded back, 
after the fashion of a squirrel’s tail. 
Swung below, from long ropes, is a passen- 
ger basket, minute in compartson to these 
upper parts. A rope attached to the rear 
of the greater cvlinder extends out into the 
air at an elevated angle and is fastened to 
@ large, floating disk or button-shaped float, 
from the back of which files a long kite- 
tail. with funnel-shaped bobs arranged 
along its length. The entire contrivance Is 
held captive to the earth by a long cable 
reeled from a wagon and aitached to the 
larger cylinder. 

The most interesting characteristic of the 
balloon proper is that it actually breathes. 

During its travels it inhales and exbales 
alr as needed and this !Is done automatic- 
ally. 


lower part by a diaphragm comparable to 
that partitioning the interior of the human 
trunk. The upper compartment formed 
thereby is In reality a séparaie bag filled 
with gas, while the lower compartment, an- 
other separate bag, is filled simply with alr. 

From the air compartment emerges the 
mouth of the breathing apparatus proper, 
a trumpet-shaped opening extending out op- 
posite to the direction of the wind. The 
wind kept constantly blowing up this fun- 
nel is admitted through a valve, when need- 
ed, presses up the diaphragm, presses the 
latter against the gas envelope above and 
keeps it tight in spite of the escape of 
gas. 

In this manner identations and deform- 
ities, such as might result in a loose Dal- 
loon from pressure of the wind, are pre- 
vented. 

The great cable holding this strange air 
mionster captive is rigged to it much as 
a kite-cord is rigged to a kite. In other 
words its attachment gives the great horl- 
zontal cylinder part of ite upward slant, thus 
imparting the tendency of an aeroplane— 
to constantly rise against the action of the 
wind, however strong. 

But the strange characteristic of this 
giant kite Is that Its bobtall, Instead of 
hanging down and acting as a weight—as 
that of an ordinary kite—is an Isolated, aux- 
iliary balloon, which really exerts a lifting 
force, 

This auxiliary balloon !s the floating disk 
or button-shaped arrangement noted. In 
structure {t might. be compared to a great 
life preserver surrounded by a bicycle tire. 

These two compartments are. included in 
a common cover forming a flat under-side. 

The space between this covering and the 
interior ring-shaped balloons is an alir- 
chamber and is supplied by another trum- 
pet-shaped wind-catcher which: keeps the 
gas bags as tight as drums. 

The whole, with its flat bottom, !s polsed 
kite-wise, as is the greater balloon. 

It is found that in proportion as the main 
balloon moves this auxiliary float overcomes 
a certain amount of resistance. It is this 
smaller balloon hanging to the tall of the 
larger which has the hanging or flying kite- 
tall. 

The series of funnels strung with mout)s 
up upon this appendage serves to catch the 
wind. and thus exerts a greater pull than 
could be accomplished by sticks, such as 
used by the schoolboy for his Kite. 

At one time it was rumored that the War 
Department contemplated adopting man- 
carrying kites to be used instead * bal- 
loons, in windy weather. It was bdbelleved 
that these could be made sufficiently stable 
in the air. Investigation showed that a kiic,

The Claim of re Senefelder Is 
Disputed, But History Names 
Him as the. Inventor. 


TF is just a hundred years since Aloys 
[ Seanefelder, or, as it js usually spelled, 
Senefelder, son of a poor artist, him- 
self a jack-of-all-trades, invented, by the 
afd of his washerwoman, the art of lith- 
ography. Some authorities give the honor 
to an organist of Munich, named Gleissner, 
but the weight of evidence is on the side 
of Senefelder. 

The story is that he was trying to dis- 
cover some cheap autographic method of 
reproducing music. He had tried wood, 
iron, copper and steel, but they all required 
more money and more technica! skill than 
he could command. Finaly, one day, when 
making experiments with greasy, sticky, 
soapy ink, he found himself with no paper 
on which to write down his washing list, 
but at his side a piece of what we 
know as lithographic stone from Solen- 
hofen, which at that time was mostiy used 
for the paving of streets. On this he made 
out his Ust. 

The ink having dried, he poured some 
nitric acid upon the stone, and found that 
all the surface save that part on which he 
had written, and which was protected by 
greasy ink, was slightly bitten away. He

One of the earliest of these ‘‘death exam- 
ples" set by commanding officers In the 
field who constituted themselves the last 
reviewing authority, was that of a quarter- 
breed Seminole Indian who, enlisting in the 
Tinited: States army, endeavored to betray 
the brave liitle band of ‘Maj.

€cution took place on the high seas and 
with*E.nsitgn Spencer were hanged Ordinary 
Seaman Small and Boatswain's Mate Crom- 
well. Prior to being ordered to the Som- 
éra Spencer had been on a vessel in the 
South Atlantic Squadron and while there 
had bccome involved In some practices 
which secured his removal from his vessel. 
He was saved from dismissal from the ser- 
vice by sheer force of his father’s political 
influence. When he was ordered to Capt. 
Mackenzie's brig, that officer objected to 
the assignment, saying that he had no use 
for the “base son of an honored father.”’ 

Spencer went along, hewever, and fora 
while bchaved himself fairly well. There 
were 12 officers on the brig, with a crew of 
12 able seamen and abcut 90 apprentice 
boys. Tie Somers’ destination was the 
African coast, where it was to ald in the 
protection of American ccmmerce. When it 
was about halfway across it was noticed 
that Spencer was hobnobbing with the 
crew: that he was giving some of the men 
money and others brandy and tobacco. 

One night a seaman named Wales im- 
parted secretly to Capt. Mackenzie the de- 
tails .of a plot concocted by Spencer to 
murder all the officers and to seize the brig 
for the purpose of entering upon a career 
of piracy. The storv that Wales told was 
80 horrible in its outlines that Capt. Mac- 
kengic treated it at first with ridicule, but 
the actions of certain members of the 
crew so n showed that there was some- 
thing in the wind. The officers held a con- 
Sultation and agreed that Spencer's arrest 
Was imperative. The crew assembled at 
evening quarters, when the son of the Sec- 
retary of War was arrested. Upon his per-

dict. 

After the close of the civil war Gen. Cus- 
ter was ordered to Western Kansas to 
check the ravages of the Kiowas, @oman- 
ches and Arapahoes. He was then a lieu- 
tenant-colonel in the regular establishment, 
but he had an independent command in 
the fleld. Custer was at a long distance 
from headquarters and with no means of 
communication. During months of cam- 
paigning he was practically a law unto him- 
self. He crushed the Indians, and, to use 
his own words, he expected when he re- 
turned to civilization to at least have it 
said to him, “You have done well.” 


Instead of this verbal patting on the back 
from his superiors, however, Custer was 
ordered into arrest on the charges of cru- 
elty and of exceeding his authority in the 
field. It was declared at the time that 
Custer had ordered a detail of men under a 
non-commissioned officer to go out from 
camp and bring back some men who, hav- 
ing secured some liquor, were having a jol- 
lification at a distance on the prairie. It 
was charged that he ordered the sergeant 
to shoot the men in case they refused to 
return. The men, being hilarious with li- 
quor, did refuse to return and the order of 
death was-carried out. 


The army execution most pathetic In de- 
tail and svrroundings and yet which was 
wholly justifiable apparently by the cir- 
custances was the shooting of Private C. 
B. Henry by order of Licut. Greely in the 
far North. Greely’s party was starving to 


death. Its condition was getting more ter- 
rible each day. A few shrimps and a little 
edible moss was all that the explorers 


could get to sustain life. Some of them 
were already dead from starvation. Henrv 
was detected on several occasions stealing 
more than his share of the food. He was 
warned three times and his offense was 
condoned. The other members of the party 
saw Henry gaining in strength day by day, 
while they weakened with starvation. Then 
once more he was detected stealing food. 
Greely wrote out an order of execution, 
loaded three rifies, two with ball and one 
with a blank cartridge and gave the wea- 
t. with the death warrant to three men, 
An hour later from far over the ice floe 
came the reports of three rifles. Henry was 
dead, After the rescue the report of the 
execution was sent to Washington. One of 
the shortest orders ever issued from the 
War Department was the answer: “No 
court of inquiry necessary. R. C. Drum, 
Adjutant-General.”’

‘The pension system of this country, 
which has grown to such enormous propor- 
tions, commenced in 1776, when the Conti- 
nental Congress resolved that all officers 
who should continue in the service until the 
end of the war should receive half pay for 
seven years after peace was established. 
In 1780 the provisions of this law were ex- 
tended to the widows and orphans of those 
who died in the service. The half pay for 
seven years was extended to half pay for 
life, and subsequently commuted to full 
pay for five years. Pensions were granted 
under this law amounting to $90,100 per an- 
tum, and increased until 171, when they 


reached the then enormous sum of $i79,- 
$12.88. 

“Between 180 and 1818 a principle was 
established by which all persons, whether 


officers or privates, who had betn disabled 
in the course of military service, shou.d be 
pirevided for at the public expense., From 
1791 to i807 there Was a gradual decrease 
vutll the pension expenditures amounted to 
only $70,400... Under various legislative en- 
actments + pension roll increased until 
1816, when fit O@meunted to $286,0)5.72, the 
highest figure thus far reached. On March 
1, 1817, Congress authorized the issuance of 
additional pensions, and in 1818 the pension 


payments amounted to $426,480. Thirty-five 
vears after the close of the revolution a 
further extension occurred by which pen- 
sions were granted to all the survivors of 
the war who, for any reason, stood in need 
of pecuniary assistance. 

‘Under the provisions of this law the pen- 
sion. payments reached the million-dollar 
mark for the first time in the history of 
the Government, amounting in 1819 to §2,- 


416,829.04. In the following year, 1820, they 
rose to  $3,218,494.70. May 1, 1820, Con- 
gress passed what was known as the

“July 7, 1832, 43 years after the close of 
the war, a general law was enacted pen- 


sioning all survivors who served not less 
than six months In the revol jtionary war. 
Under the operation of this act the pay- 
ments reached a new level, amounting, tn 
1833, to S,498,751.44. Four vears later an act 
was passed granting pensions to five years 
tv revoluttonary widows, providing they 
were married to the soldier or sailor before 
the close of his last service, and that his 
service Was not less than six month.

The first act of granting pensions to the 
survivors of the war with Mexico was 
passed June 29, 1837, 39 years after the close 
of the war. No provision was made for 
the survivors of the Black Hawk, Creek,

nole Indians, which occurred from 1£32 to 
1842, until July 27, 1892, 50 years after the 
period included in the war. 


“The first general pension law was en- 
acted July 14, 1862, in which it was provided 
that any officer, . soldier, sailor or

Subsequent laws enacted down to 
and including 1890 further extended the sys- 
tem so as to include all soldiers and sail- 
ors who had been honorably discharged, 
who were suffering from wounds received 
or disease contractsd as a result of their 
service, and made provisions for their wid- 
ows and orphans.
